The Suprem e Court and the Railroads. 
W ash in g to n , May 4th.—The announce­ 
ment that a circular would be issued before 
lung, directing the discontinuance of the 
practice of withholding money due the 
branch lines of Pacific railroads, caused quite 
& flurry to-day, being a complete surprise to 
all but the very few who knew what was 
Brewster’s opinion on the subject. It is a 
long time since “ subsidy” reads had any- 
thiog go as they wanted it, while laDd grant 
roads have been the recipients of one bonanza 
after another until a decision is always ex­ 
pected in their fsvor. It is stated to-day by 
a persor, who should be well-ioformeu on 
the subject, -hat the suit talked about by 
Teller will not be pushed against the Union 
Pacific. The Secretary will try to settle the 
account by an appearance cf belligerency, 
but will not press it to a bearing before the 
Supreme Courts. The reason is said to be 
because it has been ascertained that the 
Court, as now constituted, is against the 
Ihurman law, and if the question should be 
raised again, would stand five to four in 
favor of the railroads. The last time the 
question was raised, it stood four to three od 
the side the Government, but late appoint­ 
ments have changed the complexion of the 
result of a decision. 
Tbeir advice to the 
Government would be to return to the 
subsidy roads all that had been paid under 
the Thurman law, and give them the nse 
thereof till 18%-97, when it is due under sub­ 
sidy action. Ballroad Extension. 
C hicag o, May 4th.—In various quarters 
the policy of the Chicago, Burlington and 
(Quincy Railroad Company in regard to any 
further extension of their line beyond Denver 
is being discussed, and it has been a subject 
for much anxiety on the part of competing 
tines. The extension to Denver caused a 
great flurry, and all doubted the wisdom of 
the move. The road has demonstrated that 
it was a shrewd scheme, and it is one of the 
standard Denver lines. Now all are anxiouB 
to know if the company will build on to Salt 
Lake City. There was great opposition on 
the part of the Union Pacific, and the road 
wa9 pushed through under difficulties, though 
many assert that the extension will at once be 
built an to Salt Lake, and that thousands of 
laborers will be put to work this summer, 
until the line is completed. Still, it seems no 
such steps will be taken at least this sum­ 
mer. 
Prominent railway officials in dis­ 
cussing this, said the policy of the Burling­ 
ton is not of a hasty sort. They have al­ 
ways built Blowly, establishing local sta­ 
tions and working to establish a pay­ 
ing local business as they went along. Then, 
the relations existing between the Burlington 
and Denver and Rio Grande roads are of a 
most friendly nature, as any action of the 
former in the State of Colorado, which has 
always been considered exclusively the terri­ 
tory of the latter road, will be prudent, 
conservative and amicable in the extreme. 
The Burlingt >n virtually controls the new 
line connecting Denver and Salt Lake that 
was established by the Denver and Rio 
Grande, as they furnished the money for its 
construction. 
THE CANADIAN PACIFIC, 
General Superintendent Egac, of the Ca­ 
nadian Pacific, who has recently returned to 
Winnipeg from the end of the track, says the 
work is progressing at the rate of two miles a 
day, and will be materially increased after 
the crossing of the Saskatchewan has been 
effected. Over this river a temporary pile 
will be erected, to be at an early date re­ 
placed by a fine, substantial iron bridge, now 
building in England. Superintendent Egan 
says the report regarding the troublesome 
disposition of the Indians, occasioned by the 
passage of the road through their reservation, 
is wholly unfounded. 
The Civil Service Com mlsslan. 
W ash in g to n , May 4th.— “ The Innocents,” 
which is the title the members of the Civil 
Service Commission are rapidly earning, have 
fonnd new grounds for standing by the selec­ 
tion of Mr. Keim. One of them gravely an­ 
nounced that the Commission “ have been 
given to understand ’’ that Mr. Keim was the 
only correspondent whom General Sherman 
would allow to be with his arums during the 
war. As everybody else knows, nearly every 
prominent paper in the country had a corre­ 
spondent with Sherman’s army, aDd it is also 
well known that Mr. Keim was so far from 
exercising caution in his correspondence, that 
the question of shooting him for his indiscre­ 
tion was very eericmely considered, and he 
narrowly escaped. His (fíense was the pub­ 
lication of the fact that the Union signal offi­ 
cers had discovered the rebel signal code, and 
were reading all the rebel messages. On 
hearing this important secret at headquarters 
Mr. Keim telegraphed it North, and the next 
day it went across the lines before Richmond, 
and, as the result, the entire rebel code was 
immediately changed. 
The L .bor .Situation. 
P ittsb u rg , May 3d.— l he action of the 
conference committees of iron manufacturers 
and amalgamated association yesterday in ad­ 
journing eine die, without any satisfactory 
agreement having been reached, makes a 
strike on June 1st at this time appear almost 
ine-itable, as both sides are firm and express 
a determination to hold out. The Committee 
of Iron Manufacturers consider their work as 
completed, and say that if the workmen de­ 
sire another conference they will have to 
make the request, and another committee 
will be appointed. 
P e te rs b u rg (Vb.), May 4th.—The brick­ 
layers of this city have struck for an advance 
to §3 per day. The demand for such me­ 
chanics here is so gTeat that it is found neces­ 
sary to comply with the demands of the 
strikers. 
P ittsb u rg , May 4th.—The tanners’ strike 
hss completely collapsed. All the best meD 
have returned to work at a reduction, and the 
plac-s cf inferior men have been filled by new 
men. 
B oston, May 4th.—The grinding-room of 
the Boston Rubber Shoe Company’s factory 
started yesterday. It is expected that work 
will be re-umed in fall next Monday in both 
mills, and give employment to 2,000 hands. 
The mills have been shat down for the last 
two months owing to|the high price of rubbers 
Soldiers’ Reunion. 
W a sh in gto n, May 4th.—General Belknap, 
President, and Captain H. H. Roed, Secre­ 
tary, of the society of the "Crocker Iowa 
Brigade,” composed of soldiers of the 
Eleventh, Thirteenth, Fifteenth and Six­ 
teenth Regiments of Iowa Volunteers, an­ 
nounce that the second annnal rennion will 
be held at Cedar Rapids, lows, on September 
26 and 27, 1883. The brigade was in the 
Fourth Division of the Seventeenth Corps, 
and fought at Shiloh, Corinth, Vicksburg, 
Atlanta, Bentonville and other places. Gov­ 
ernor Sherman, of Iowa, a soldier of the 
Thirteenth Iowa, will deliver the address. 
Tbe Mobbed Paym aster. 
E l P aso (Tex.), May 4th.—Colonel Lacy, 
Postoffice Inspector of tbe District of Texas, 
stated to a reporter of the Times that Msjar 
Wasson was not drunk at Fort Worth ; that 
he did not come from a house of ill-fame to 
the cars, but from the El Paso Hotel, and 
that he (Colonel Licy) walked with him. 
Major Wasson is at Colorado Springs, and 
says he does not know how he lost the Gov­ 
ernment money. He says he slept with his 
hand on bis valise. He is a light sleeper and 
cannot imagine how it could have been re­ 
moved without awakening him.

N ew Y o rk , May 4 tb.—The arrest of Thos. 
B. Pheby, Manager of the Inyo Mining Com­ 
pany, will teDd to bring mining into greater 
disrepute. He was arrested at the Hoffman 
House on Wednesday night on an action 
brought against him by the company to re­ 
cover 8-50,468, which, it is alleged, he con­ 
verted to hie own use while acting as agent of 
the company. Tbe suit is brought in the 
Supreme Court on complaint of George M. 
Pinney, General Manager of the company. 
In his affidavit Pinney says the company 
owned a valuable silver mine in Inyo county, 


California, and also owned Urge mills for tbe 
reduction and treatment of ores.

Fast Freight Train. 
S t L ouis, May 4th.—A special freight 
train which left, here last night for San Fran­ 
cisco, via the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad, arrived at Halstead, Ks.. at 8 
o’clock to-night, making the run of 497 miles 
in twenty-one hours and five minutes—the 
fastest op record for the distance. From 
Halstead the train goes over the AtchiaoD, 
Topeka snd Santa Fe to Deming, thence by 
the Southern Pacific to San Francisco. The 
train consists of sixteen cars, each carrying 
40,000 pounds, eleven of them laden with to­ 
bacco from this city, and it is pledged to run 
through at the rate of twenty miles per hour.

Bought to establish a monarchy in Mexico, 
a Mazatlan youth raised a regiment of 
boys and waged againBt such of the invad­ 
ers as appeared in Sinaloa a warfare that 
told. This young man’s father was of Cas­ 
tilian blood, and bis mother was a Mexican. 
His name, Corona, soon became famone, 
and at the age of 25 he wae regarded as the 
Mosby of Mexico. At the end of the war 
he was a Major-General, the hero of the 
soldiers and the idol of Mazatlan society. 
He was six feet tall, broad-shonldered, 
handsome and daring. A t a ball at the 
American Hotel, Mazatlan, he stumbled 
over a domestic, knocking a tray from her 
hand. Stooping to pick up the crockery, 
General Corona noticed that the girl was 
very pretty. 
She told him her name 
wae Betty Bowman ; that her mother wae 
a San Francisco washerwoman, and he 
ought to know better than to rnsh headlong 
down a dark Btairway. General Corona 
made love to tbe American girl, and before 
leaving for tbe capital he had learned of 
her irreproachable though very hnmble life. 
Once away, Betty’s face and pert ways 
hannted him so mnch that he wrote to her, 
arranging for a marriage by proxy. 
He 
remained in Mazatlan, the bride went to a 
convent. They were a thousand miles 
apart, and wrote to each other daily, the 
hnsband constantly instructing the wife in 
polite ways. President Juarez, fearing Co­ 
rona's popularity would lead the people to 
give their vote to the young soldier at an 
election then approaching, concluded to 
send him as Minister to Madrid, the most 
enviable diplomatic post in the eyes of all 
Mexicana. General Corona took the wash­ 
erwoman’s daughter to hie palace in Madrid, 
and she is now regarded as the most brill­ 
iant and accomplished lady at the conrt of 
Spain,

W o o d la n d , May 3, 1883. 
Save the relief that comes with the an­ 
nnal return of the vernal Beaaon, when 
picnics and similar kinde of rural enjoy­ 
ments divert the mind of the bneinesB 
denizen and stimulates it to an awakening 
sense of the beauties and grandeur, as' well 
as the stern requirements of nature, the 
city of the woods pursues the very “ even 
tenor of its way,” without even a local 
sensation to Bhakeoff the monotony ; even 
tbe local press, not to be bensational or 
original, is driven to the paste pot and 
ghost stories, to keep down any eocial dis­ 
cord, and still retains its reputation for 
enterprise. 
But the picnic season ie upon us, and we 
must prepare ourselves to endure all the 
agonies a-tending it. Love-sick maidenB, 
coquettish dames and damsels that never 
loved at all, bask in the fanciful dream of 
ice cream, strawberries and the seductive 
“ la mode,” while the “ lah-de-dah ” yonng 
man, who has subsisted from free lunch 
stands the entire winter, groans un­ 
der the 
painful sense of realization 
that he is not a Rothschild, while 
his beet girl has an appreciation of kind 
attentions only surpassed by his ability to 
satisfy the aforesaid appreciation. 
But 
this does not apply to the bloated land­ 
owner, who is able to have hie faithful 
spouse prepare a basketful of edibles and 
luxuries for the occasion, lest the refresh­ 
ment stands might run short while he is 
planted somewhere with a brother farmer, 
diecusBing the lamentable possibilities of 
the grain peat. The initial picnic here was 
given by the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen, at Coil’s Grove, two miles north 
of the towD, and was a decided success. 
The grain crop in Yolo county promises- 
to be as large, if not larger, than in average 
years. Some of the early-eown was too 
much damaged when the rains came to re­ 
cover entirely, but this clase ie small, and 
even it will make hay. Much of the late- 
sown grains will make a splendid yield. 
The aphis avence, or grain pest, has not yet 
made its appearance in this county, or if 
it has, not to such an extent as to excite 
any alarm. Haying has commenced in 
seme portions of the county, and in an­ 
other week or two the sound of the sickle 
will be heard on every hand. 
Our 
citizens, 
but 
more 
particularly 
the 
military boys, are making a strong effort 
to induce the First Artillery Regiment to 
hold their next encampment at this place, 
and their success seems quite probable. 
The citizens are donating very liberally to 
a subscription fund, and if a few hundred 
dollars, besides the natural attractions of 
our young city and surroundings, will be 
any inducement we may hope to be hon­ 
ored with the next military encampment. 
One of the groves near Woodland, and 
probably the one best suited to such a pur­ 
pose, is Coil’s Grove, a beautiful cluster of 
young oakB, extending over about five 
acres of level ground, with a splendid open 
field in the rear. There has just been 
erected at the grove a platform 50x00 feet, 
for dancing purposes, elevated five feet 
from the ground and provided with ele­ 
vated seats sufficient to seat 1,000 persons. 
The natural attractions of the place, with 
its fine grove and grass carpet, extending 
as it does over 500 acres, render it one of 
the most desirable resorts in the State for 
a celebration or fete champetre of any 
kind, and if the regiment should decide to 
go into camp here I dare say they will find 
the surroundings all that can be desired for 
a pleasant sojourn. 
The Catholic Society of this place has 
about consummated the arrangements for 
building a Ladies’ Seminary here, and the 
work will be commenced as soon as the 
negotiations are completed, which will be 
a short time. 
This is only another evi­ 
dence of the growth and prosperity of the 
town. 
Speaking of improvements, the new 
Byrns building is nearing completion, and 
will be by far the finest structure in Wood­ 
land. The hotel has been leased to J. A. 
Blake, an old aud well-known landlord of 
Chico, and who thoroughly understands 
the business. The new bank will be opened 
in about a month. The new Town Hall, 
or Beaver building, is nearly completed, 
and is already occupied by the Fire De­ 
partment aDd Justice Court.

THEOSOPHY AND OCCULTISM 15 INDIA. 


Some Account of a New and Remarkable 
Movement.

■ 
All movements tending to the establish­ 
ment of previously unrecognized truths 
are gradual and tentative. That which is 
being here described has been as slow and 
uncertain in its advance as any of its pre­ 
decessors. It may be said to have received 
its first positive stimulus in the intellect­ 
ual agitation which accompanied the inves­ 
tigation of Mesmerism, or Animal Magnet­ 
ism, more than half a century ago. The 
history of that agitation is in many ways 
instructive. In 1784 the French Academy 
was generally supposed to have condemned 
the theories of Mesmer, and on the 
strength of a report, the real tenor of 
which was unknown to the majority, ridi­ 
cule was freely cast upon all who ventured 
to inquire anew into the subject. In truth 
the Academy did not pronounce against 
Mesmerism, (though as learned bodies have 
often done as foolish things). All it under­ 
took to declare was that the existence of > 
fluidby which the phenomena were produced 
was not satisfactorily demonstrated. On 
the other hand it expressly stated that “ it 
has been proved to us, in a clear and satis­ 
factory manner, by our inquiry into the 
phenomena of mesmerism, that man can 
act upon man, at all times and almost at 
will, by influencing his imagination ; that 
the most simple signs and gestures may 
produce the most powerful effect; that the 
action of man upon the imagination may 
be reduced to an art, and conducted after a 
certain method.” This was really a very 
important concession under the circum­ 
stances, and the citation shows that though 
scientific societies have frequently mani­ 
fested anything but the scientific spirit 
when called upon to examine new classes 
of facts, yet public haste and ignorance 
sometimes do less than justice in such 
cases. 
The earnest men who had reopened the 
whole question, however, cared nothing 
for the fulminations of the Academy. 
They had seen enough of the phenomena 
to be convinced that important conse­ 
quences were involved in the exploitation 
of the subject, and so they went to work 
with energy and courage. The names of 
Puysegur, Bertrand, Du Potet, Daleuze, 
Gregory, Reichenbach, Elliotson, Ash- 
burner, Townsheud, Rutter and Crooks, 
will at once recall the extent and value of 
the researches which have been made dur­ 
ing the present century in this direction. 
And the most remarkable results have 
been attained. The usual opposition was 
of course encountered. The medical pro­ 
fession, after its fashion, derided phe­ 
nomena which it could not comprehend. 
The professors of medical science, which is 
the most uncertain and empirical of all, are 
naturally the most dogmatic, presumptu­ 
ous and exclusive. So they persecuted the 
mesmerists, and preferred to kill their pa­ 
tients with lethal drugs rather than admit 
the possibility of curing them by what 
they stigmatized as charlatanry. But in 
Bpite of opposition, from doctors and phi­ 
losophers and physicists, mesmerism con­ 
tinued to make way. It was in fact dem­ 
onstrated that it is a therapeutic agent of 
great power and almost universal applica­ 
bility ; that it can be employed as an 
mn<esthetic, in the place of ether and chlo­ 
roform, and that, unlike the latter, it 
never kills its subjects; that in certain 
sensitive constitutions it can develop a 
power of comprehension so far beyond all 
ordinary experience that the facts of 
Clairvoyance were for a long time re­ 
garded with wbat they thought merely 
intelligent skepticism, even by many 
broad-minded men. But the truth of 
these 
facts 
has been 
established 
by 
an 
amount 
and 
quality 
of 
evidence sufficient to demonstrate any­ 
thing, and those who continue to deny the 
* reality of the phenomena must be placed 
in the category with Hume, who, after 
showing that the most ample and well- 
attested evidence existed for the genuine­ 
ness of the phenomena occurring at the 
tomb of the Abbe Paris, could draw no 
wiser deduction from the premises than the 
observation : "W here Bhall we find such 
a number of circumstances, agreeing to the 
corroboration of one fact ? And what have 
we to oppose to such a cloud of witnesses, 
but the absolute impossibility of the events 
which they relate ?” Hume thought that 
this, “ in the eyes of all reasonable people 
will alone be regarded as a sufficient refu­ 
tation 
but modern Science, though it 
does not always practice according to its 
precepts, has the wisdom and the modesty 
to declare, with Professor Tyndall : “ You 
never hear the really philosophical de­ 
fenders of the doctrineof Uniformity speak­ 
ing of impossibilities in Nature.” 
Meantime constant investigation was re­ 
vealing the semblance of law in what had 
at first appeared capricious and uncertain 
to the last degree. Baron Reichenbach 
discovered what he supposed to be a new 
natural force, and named it “ Od.” This 
was really but a partial rediscovery of the 
phenomena which had been familiar to the 
ancients thousands of years before the 
Christian era. Nevertheless, the researches 
of Reichenbach were in the right direction, 
for behind Animal Magnetism a great natu­ 
ral force does stand. Later on Rutter in­ 
vented the Magnetoscope, by which human 
magnetism and that of external animate 
and inanimate Nature could be tested and 
compared. This was really as important 
an invention in its way as the Radiometer 
of Professor Crookes, but yet the time was 
not sufficiently ripe for the further advance 
of Animal Magnetism on that line, and the 
chief nse of these experiments was to 
indicate the right direction for future 
investigation in cognate subjects. It had 
been noticed from the first development of 
Clairvoyance, that the so-called “ sensi­ 
tives ” occasionally professed to see what 
they called “ spirits,” and in fact in a 
short time considerable evidence accumu­ 
lated of a character which would commonly 
be called supernatural. 
M ats inquirers 
who held Christian doctrines became 
alarmed because of this, and some even 
went so far as to abandon their experi­ 
ments, under the belief that what they 
had been engaged in was the “ witchcraft ” 
denounced in the Old Testament. 
To in­ 
quirers of robuster intelligence it seemed 
clear that the phenomena pointed towards 
the existence of intelligences beyond the 
scope of normal physical perceptions, but 
perhaps not beyond thescopeof abnormally 
developed physical or psychical cognition. 
It will be observed that at this point 
Mesmerism began tc merge in Spiritual­ 
ism. Its investigators had stumbled upon 


some valuable truths, though they did not 
realize their full significance. They were 
brought to believe more and more that 
they bad to do with a physical force hav­ 
ing affinities with, if not identical with, 
M agnetism and Electricity. Reichenbach, 
indeed, concluded that the human body 
was a magnet built up of magnets, and 
that other animals, plants, minerals, and 
in fact all organized matter, had definite 
and special forms of magnetism. 
His ex­ 
periments, and those of Baron Du Potet, 
Puysegur, Elliotson and Ashburner, with 
rock-crystals, metals and plants, upon 
sensitives,' went far toward establishing 
the truth, or at least the probability, of 
this hypothesis. And in the meantime 
other dark recesses of nature were being 
explored 
by 
the Spiritualists. 
It 
is neither 
necessary 
nor 
desirable 
to recapitulate the well-known facts 
in regard to the genesis of this latter 
movement. Suffice it to say that while 
the Spiritualists gathered a great deal of 
evidence in support of certain phenomena, 
they obtained comparatively little satis­ 
factory demonstration of the theory that 
these phenomena were produced by disem­ 
bodied human spirits. Their experiments 
really developed that perplexing aspect of 
Clairvoyanee in which the sensitive ap­ 
peared to come into contact with intelli­ 
gent but intangible agencies. Bat the 
more conservative among the students of 
Mesmerism, as the more conservative 
among the students of Spiritualism, re­ 
fused to accept the undemonstrated as­ 
sumptions of the majority, and preserved a 
tentative and expectant attitude. 
It 
seemed to them that the dawn was ap­ 
proaching, but they could not accept the 
rosy reflection of the still distant Bun upon 
the clouds which hung on the horizon, for 
the clear effulgence of the great luminary 
himself. 
The doctrine that the Hour always brings 
the Man, is in one point of view only a 
recognition of the truth that every import­ 
ant advance is the result of complex and 
gradual preparations. And there are often 
many failures before success is attained. 
The charlatans, impostors, visionaries, of 
one age, become discoverers and prophets 
under the instructed vision of a subse- 
quert generation. 
From Pythagoras to 
ParacelsuB, and from Paracelsus to this 
day, men have been striving in vain to 
teach recondite truths to communities in­ 
sufficiently advanced to receive them, and 
the course of scientific research is strewn 
with the bones of such martyrs. A point 
had now been reached at which progress 
seemed stopped. Experiment could pene­ 
trate no further into the nature of the 
occult force whose manifestations, under 
the title of Animal Magnetism, were so 
potent. In Spiritualism all was confusion. 
The seance-room was the scene of the most 
grotesque as well as the most astonishing 
phenomena. Alleged spiritB furnished com 
munications, the pervading imbecility of 
which suggested the most discouraging 
views as to the intellectual consequences 
of emancipation from the body. The 
world was asked to accept the dimly-seen 
manifestations and possible deceptions of 
the “ dark cabinet” as proof positive of 
the immortality of the soul. “ Material­ 
ization” had become so common that 
many 
bold 
impostors imitated 
it 
successfully. 
Science, ever reluctant to 
recognize phenomena which transcend 
ordinary experience, founed in the absurd! 
ties of Spiritualism a plausible excuse for 
refusing to investigate its genuine phe­ 
nomena. 
But though the “ scientific 
Popes,” Tyndall and Huxley and Faraday, 
would have nothing to do with the phe­ 
nomena, it would be unjust and inaccurate 
to say that all scientific men held the same 
contemptuous and repellant attitude to­ 
wards them. Professor Crookes, a chemist 
of high reputation ; Mr. A. R. Wallace, a 
naturalist of celebrity; Professor Challis, 
an astronomer; Professors Gregory and 
Hare, chemists ; Professor Mayo and Dr. 
Elliotson, physiologists ; Mr. Rutter, chem­ 
ist, and many continental scientific men, 
undertook to investigate the subject with­ 
out prejudice, and under scientific condi­ 
tions. The results of most of these in­ 
quiries have already been made public. 
Professor Crookes, as is well known, testi­ 
fied to a series of very remarkable phe 
nomena in the line of “ materialization,” 
and he obtained these manifestations under 
the most complete test conditions. He de­ 
vised delicate inductive balances and other 
electrical instruments, and employed them 
in such a way that fraud of any kind was 
rendered absolutely impossible. Heobtained 
photographic portraits of the alleged ma­ 
terialized spirit by the magnesium light. 
He tested the phenomena in every con­ 
ceivable way, and they withstood all his 
tests. Thus, then, another step was made, 
though indeed the solution seemed no 
nearer. It was demonstrated that a sensi­ 
tive or medium being the only human be­ 
ing in a room or cabinet at a particular 
time, a second form, possessing the closest 
resemblance to humanity, and appearing to 
be intelligent, might appear ; and that this 
second form, which manifested itself only 
while the medium was in a state of trance 
or deep sleep, could dissolve and disappear, 
leaving no trace. This was demonstrated 
as scientifically as Professor Tyndall has 
demonstrated the physical basis of life, to 
say the least. In fact, there remained but 
one avenue of escape for those who could 
not accept the new light, and that was 
through some such convenient, if unphilo- 
sophical, theory as that of “ unconscious 
cerebration” or “ hallucination.” The ob­ 
servations and experiments of Professor 
Crookes could not be answered seriously, 
and in fact they have not been answered 
at alL 
The reality of so called “ materializa­ 
tion ” was proved. The reality of Animal 
Magnetism was proved. The probability, 
if not the certainty, of the existence of an 
occult material force, allied to Electricity, 
but possessing vastly greater powers, was 
established. And yet the end was ap­ 
parently as far off as ever. It is tru9 thaV 
there were men, both in Europe and Amer­ 
ica, who were not ignorant of the P ast; 
who had dippped deeply enough into her­ 
metic lore to perceived that the phenom­ 
ena which perplexed the modern world 
were but crude manifestations of forces 
and powers which had been employed and 
possessed ages previously, and by sages 
whose mystic teachings the self sufficient 
Nineteenth Century thrust aside as sense­ 
less jargon. But the recognition of this 
did not help the inquirers towards the 
truth. It was indeed very possible, by 
putting together the obscure and fragment­ 
ary intimations ef antiquity, and the 
mysterious manifestations of to-day, to 


reach the conclusion that under the re­ 
cently scouted names of Magic, Sorcery, 
Alchemy, some real and important science 
had been concealed ; but like the “ lost 
word ” of the Freemasons, which they have 
been seeking in vain ever since the murder 
of Hiram Abiff, the key to this occult 
knowledge had disappeared, at least from 
the Western World. 
It was at this juncture that the Theo- 
sophical Society w sb organized at New 
York. In the year 1875 a Russian lady, 
Madame Blavatsky, of high birth and 
exalted station in her own country, but 
having long sinc6 resigned all social posi­ 
tion and gratifications for the pursuit of 
Truth, tcok up her residence in the 
United States. This lady brought to her 
task—which, stated succinctly, was the 
reunion of Eastern and Western Science, 
and the advancement of human knowledge 
of the most vital kind—peculiar and unique 
qualifications. She had spent years of her 
life at the very fountain-head of the occult 
wisdom of the Orient. She had sat at the 
foot of those Adepts of whom, and of 
whose powers, the West has heard so 
much, but without even fully realizing the 
fact of their existence. She was familiar 
with recondite truths. She possessed an 
energetic and active temperament. And 
she had the inestimable advantage of 
knowing whither she w sb tending, and of 
understanding fully that grammar of 
Occultism the mere Alphabet of which had 
so bewildered the brightest minds of the 
Occident. 
Madame Blavatsky chose for her most 
intimate associate and colleague in the 
great work before her, Colonel W. S. 01- 
cott, an American who had been one of 
Secretary Stanton’s trusted lieutenants 
during the rebellion, who had been edu­ 
cated for the bar, and who for several years 
had been struggline, with characteristic 
perseverance, to force from Nature the 
key to her most obscure principles. Col. 
Olcott had been a Spiritualist. The phe­ 
nomena had forced conviction upon him. 
But he was not the man to rest content 
with anything short of a satisfactory solu­ 
tion, and the selection of him as President 
and Founder of the Tbeosophical Society 
has proved fortunate, or, to speak more ac­ 
curately, wise. 
The Theosophical Society was estab­ 
lished by earnest inquirers after truth. 
Its purpose was to trace back to their 
fountain-head the currents of occult sci­ 
ence which had, ages previously, diverged 
so broadly, and which had during so long 
a period been pursuing such different di­ 
rections at the East and at the W est. The 
fundamental principles.of the Society were 
simple. It was not hostile to religion. 
On the contrary it sought to know and 
profit by whatever truths might be found 
in all religions. But it started without 
dogmas and without embarrassing limita­ 
tions. It was to be devoted to the study 
of Oocultism, especially the Occultism of 
Asia. This involved the investigation of 
the Oriental religions and sacred books, 
and the Oriental systems of philosophy. 
Thus the elucidation of the Aryan and 
Greek Mysteries, the exhumation of long- 
buried recondite truths, the restoration of 
that ancient knowledge which gave to its 
possessors wonderful power over Nature, 
and, as corollaries of these pursuits, the 
solution of the momentous problem of 
Man’s hereafter and ultimate des­ 
tiny—are embraced in the scheme 
of the Theosophical Society. And if, as 
the founders believed, there existed in 
the Orient a band of Adepts who had 
mastered all arcane knowledge, and had 
attained to a very high degree of cer­ 
tainty respecting supramundane condi­ 
tions, it seemed possible, indeed even 
probable, that the great enigma of the 
universe was to be solved eventually by 
the right and patient pursuit of these in­ 
quiries. The TheosophiBts at the outset, 
however, took issue with the Spiritualists. 
Spiritualism, it is true, formed one of the 
objects of Theosophical research, but the 
conclusions of Spiritualism were not ac­ 
cepted by the new association. The pri­ 
mary point of difference between them is 
the cause of the so-called spiritualistic 
manifestations. The Spiritualists assume 
that all the phenomena of the circles are 
produced by disembodied human spirits. 
The TheoBophists do not admit this as­ 
sumption. They believe that the phenom­ 
ena may be produced by more than one 
agency. In fact it may be said that they 
only accept the facts of Spiritualism, re­ 
jecting the doctrines largely. 
The Theosophical Society made rapid 
headway. Aided by the New York press, 
which in a half skeptical, half encouraging 
way, recorded its progress and discussed 
its aims, it attracted from the first many 
thoughtful and inquiring minds which 
were dissatisfied both with Science and 
Theology, and which welcomed what 
seemed a promising endeavor to regain lost 
clues to vital truths. In the coarse of the 
next two years the Society grew apaee. It 
sent its tap-roots out, on the one side into 
Asia, on the other side into Europe. Its 
list of members embraced many world- 
known names; names renowned in the 
annals of scientific research, as well as in 
art, literature, medicine, law, politics, 
commerce and diplomacy. 
In 1877 an important step was taken. 
This was the publication, in New York, of 
a most remarkable work by Madame Bla­ 
vatsky, entitled “ Isis Unveiled.” The 
title was not felicitous. . In fact it was 
misleading, inasmuch as the Veil of Isis 
certainly was cot removed by the gifted 
authoress. But the work was, in most re­ 
spects, a very extraordinary one. In the 
first place it was written by a foreigner, 
possessing necessarily but an Imperfect 
knowledge of the English language. Yet 
it was written throughout in vigorous and 
perfectly lucid English, and it exhibited 
an erudition nothing less than marvelous. 
In two large octavo volumes the history of 
wbat is called the Supernatural, with 
special reference to Occult Science, was re­ 
viewed, with a wealth of illustration quite 
bewildering. The references and citations 
were to the most recondite authors, and to 
the literature of all languages, Oriental as 
well as Western. The Vedas and the 
Avestas seemed as much at the command 
of the author as the Christian canon­ 
ical books. 
Kapila 
and 
Patanjali 
were quoted in support of positions 
drawn from Plato and Platinas. The 
classics of Greece and Rome were ran­ 
sacked for testimony, The Egyptian Book 
of the Dead was brought in evidence ; the 
crabbed manuscripts of the Alchemists and 
the Rosicrucians were made to yield up 
their esoteric meanings. The doctrines of 
the Kabala were expounded with that tone 


of authority which denotes fullness of 
knowledge. It may indeed be said that 
the scheme of the work was too vast, and 
that the learning involved in it sometimes 
¿ended to overlay and obscure the sense. 
But for all this the work was an epochal 
one, for it brought together for the first 
time, and in an intelligible form, the his­ 
tory of those two divergent currents of 
Occultism above referred to, and it showed 
how much force there was in the argu­ 
ments which postulated their original and 
ultimate unity and harmony. 
In “ Isis Unveiled,” moreover, the 
“ Brotherhood of Adepts” was for the 
first time positively and clearly introduced 
to a Western audience. Of necessity, the 
information given concerning these mys­ 
terious beings was fragmentary and scanty. 
But it was intimated that the powers 
alleged to be possessed by them could be 
won by any man capable of the self-control 
and self-discipline through which they had 
worked their way to “ Rahatship,” and it 
was shown that the same methods had been 
employed to attain the same ends, from the 
remotest period. It is not, however, in­ 
tended here to review “ Isis Unveiled,” 
but merely to convey to those who have not 
read it some idea of its tendencies. As­ 
suredly there is no work like it either 
in ancient or modern Literature, for what 
it aims at is nothing less than the fusion 
of the doctrines of the Indian Gymneso- 
phistB, of Zarathustra, of the Vedic 
writers, 
with those of Plato, Py- 
thagoros and Plotinus, with those of 
the Mystics, and finally with those 
of the Nineteenth Century Theosophists. 
At the first mention of such an endeavor it 
may appear chimerical in the extreme ; but 
it cannot so appear to those who have care­ 
fully and dispassionately read “ Isis Un­ 
veiled.” The publication of this work cre­ 
ated considerable sensation. The press re­ 
viewed it with somewhat more care and 
candor than usual. Its unlikeness to all 
other books was not prejudicial to it in a 
country whose institutions inevitably 
breed convention-haters. And it had one 
effect which had been hoped : it caused 
the Theosophical Society to be very much 
more widely known. The book will ever 
remain a perfect Btore-house of informa­ 
tion upon Occultism and cognate topics, 
and it will also furnish frequent sugges­ 
tions to the student upon a great many ob­ 
scure subjects. Its principal use at the 
time of its publication, however, consisted 
in the light it threw upon the Occult 
Brotherhood, and in the force of the argu­ 
ments it furnished for transferring 
the 
theater 
of 
research 
to 
the 
Orient. 
In 
fact 
it 
soon 
became 
clear to the Society that since the work of 
organization had been accomplished at the 
West, it would be necessary to begin 
active operations in the neighborhood of 
the sources of occult science. In 1878, 
therefore, it was resolved to remove the 
headquarters of the Theological Society to 
Bombay, India, and thither the Founders 
repaired in accordance with this determina­ 
tion. At first misunderstandings occurred 
with the Government of India, and with 
the press. The real purposes of Colonel 
Olcott and Mme. Blevatsky were miscon­ 
strued. These errors, however, were pres­ 
ently dissipated, and they set themselves 
to study the field. After a few months of 
experience in India it became evident that 
the Society needed a literary organ, and to 
supply this want the “ Theosophist,” a 
monthly magazine, was published in Octo­ 
ber, 1879, and has been issued regularly 
ever since. The “ Theosophist” is “ de­ 
voted to Oriental Philosophy, Art, Litera­ 
ture and Occultism, embracing .Mesmer­ 
ism, 
Spiritualism and other Becret 
sciences.” 
It has from the begin­ 
ning been 
conducted 
by 
Madame 
H. P. Blavatsky, and it has been and 
is a very remarkable journal. The “Theo- 
sophist,” however, is only an incident of 
the Society’s work in India. For years 
Colonel Olcott, the founder, has devoted 
himself to the organization of Branch So­ 
cieties all over India and Ceylon, with the 
central purpose of induoing the abandon­ 
ment of the superstitions which have grown 
up so thickly as to choke the pure primi­ 
tive faiths of the Aryans. To this end the 
people of India have been encouraged to 
review the study of the Vedantic liter­ 
ature, and efforts have been made to 
counteract the Materialism which Young 
India is learning from the Anglo-Indian 
colleges and schools. 
The missioB of 
Colonel Olcott may seem to many a hope­ 
less and even an extravagant one, but 
there can be no doubt as to his sincerity, 
and it appears to be at last recognized by 
the Indian Government that the new move­ 
ment is salutary and beneficent, and that 
it deserves encouragement rather than 
hindrance. 
But to the Western mind the most in­ 
teresting and important work of the So­ 
ciety is in the direction of Occultism, and 
especially as regards the alleged existence 
of the Adepts previously referred to. For a 
time some incredulity was manifested as to 
the current statements on this head, but 
though it is In the nature of the case im­ 
possible to satisfy every skeptic, and there­ 
fore there must always be many such, yet 
it is nevertheless true that the evidence 
adduced within the last two years upon the 
Bubject has been calculated to convince all 
reasonable and unbiased intelligences of 
the truth of the relatione. Who, theD, 
and what, are these Adepts, or Brothers ? 
According to the Theosophical representa­ 
tions they are men who have conqut red 
for themselves the mastery over Nature. 
By 
severe 
physical 
and 
mental 
discipline, 
by 
persistent 
cultiva­ 
tion of the Will-power, by steady 
pursuance of a course of life having for 
its object the subjugation of the grosser 
elements and the development of the more 
spiritual; these men are said to have ob­ 
tained for themselves an experimental 
knowledge of hidden laws of Nature which 
enables them to apparently transcend ex­ 
perience. Through cultivation of their 
spiritual faculties they are enabled to put 
themselves in communication with beings 
existing in supramundane spheres. Through 
the same exaltation of the spirit they exer­ 
cise clairvoyant powers of the highest de­ 
gree. Through their mastery of recondite 
natural laws they are enabled, so to speak, 
to cross the threshold of the other world 
and to investigate its mysteries. By the 
same means they can foretell future events, 
communicate at all distances and under all 
circumstances, and project their own simu­ 
lacra, either actively or passively, at will, 
and to the most distant points. It is fur­ 
ther asserted that the Brothers perform 
many of the things which seem so marvel­ 
ous to the uninitiated, by the employment 


of a subtle natural force, called Okasa, 
which is closely akin to Electricity and 
Magnetism; in fact, of which the latter 
are crude manifestations. 
This Okesa, 
which is by some identified with the 
luminiferous ether, and by others is as­ 
sumed to be the matrix of electricity, is 
capable of being operated upon by the 
human WilL It is in fact apparent that 
all the phenomena of Mesmerism are ap­ 
proaches to the solution of the secret 
which the Occult Brotherhood guard so 
jealously. The magnetizar who influences 
his patient at a distance by making 
passes in his direction, unconsciously 
calls to his aid 
that subtle prin­ 
ciple which 
the Adept consciously 
controls. The Medium in the seance- 
room is the passive agent through whom 
incorporeal intelligences make themselves 
manifest, always by the aid of Akasa. 
The Adepts, however, are at the opposite 
pole from the medium. They do not allow 
themselves to be controlled. They exer­ 
cise control. Whatever they do is there­ 
fore the effect of volition. With the me­ 
dium, on the contrary, volition is sus­ 
pended. The Adepts live a life to them­ 
selves. They are separated from the world 
by their knowledge, no less than by the 
discipline which was indispensable to 
its acquisition. 
Naturally the first 
thought of the uninitiated would be 
one 
of 
surprise 
that 
men 
who 
possess such a mastery over Nature should 
not employ it for their own aggrandize­ 
ment. But this would be impossible, for 
it is a fundamental requirement of the life 
they devote themselves to that all merely 
worldly desires and appetites shall be 
eliminated. Sordid and selfish views are 
incompatible with any success in Occult­ 
ism. The development of the spiritual 
side of man can only be attained by the 
repression of tho animal side. The tradi­ 
tion which in all ages has represented the 
necessity of abstemiousness as a prelim­ 
inary to the acquisition of magic 
lore, is founded 
in 
fact. 
It 
is 
necessary to make conquest of the 
body before the eyes of the soul 
can be opened. It is evident that if this 
be true, Adeptship cannot be open to all. 
In so arduous a quest “ the many fail, 
the one succeeds 
and the successful one 
is often the intellectual efflorescence of an 
age. For not only is there demanded from 
the Neophyte a self-control and a per­ 
sistence rarely given to human beings, but 
there are perils to be encountered on the 
way which none but the most resolute and 
courageous can face. When Lord Lytton, 
in “ Zanoni,” described the “ Dweller on 
the Threshhold,” whose malignant gaze 
froze tho blood in the veins of the rash and 
unfit aspirant, he but idealized the real 
dangers which attend the persevering 
student of Occultism, and which must be 
surmounted by all who would win Adept­ 
ship. 
It was to this strange band or fraternity 
that Madame Blavatsky addressed herself 
on her arrival in India, For a time they 
resisted her appeals for assistance, for it 
must be said that they are by no means 
enthusiastic over the proposition to en­ 
lighten the Western world, But at length 
they, or some of them, consented to allow 
some of their lay Chelas (or disciples, pu­ 
pils or neophytes) to contribute to the 
“ Theosophist ” certain papers entitled 
“ Fragments of 0:cult Truth.” 
W hat 
gives these papers their interest and sig­ 
nificance is the claim that they contain 
statements emanating from men who are 
speaking with the authority derived from 
personal knowledge and experience, upon 
subjects which have hitherto been the sport 
of conjecture, and concerning which there 
has been none but hearsay evidence. When 
men Bay that there is another sphere of 
existence, not because there ought to be, 
but because they have been in i t ; when 
they say that man has a soul, not be­ 
cause it is a logical deduction from his 
surroundings, but because they them­ 
selves have acquired the faculty of pro­ 
jecting their Egos outside their bodies; 
when they assert that man’s destiny here­ 
after depends upon his own exertions, not 
because this is a plausible theological 
dogma, but because they have been af­ 
forded the opportunity to 
examine 
the supramundane records and previsions ; 
it is inevitable that a greater in­ 
terest than usual attaches to their 
representations, and that, supposing 
strong presumption of their probity, and 
of the reality of their alleged powers, can 
be established, they will be entitled to a 
serious and respectful hearing. The estab­ 
lishment of this presumption is of course 
indispensable, because without such a 
guarantee it would be as preposterous to 
solicit credence for these propositions, as for 
the Btory of Jack and the Beanstalk. 
It therefore becomes necessary to intro­ 
duce another very remarkable book to the 
reader; a book entitled “ The Occult 
World,” written by an Anglo-Indian jour 
nalist of good repute, Mr. A. P. Sinnetfc. 
In this little volume there is presented a 
series of facts, every one strongly attested, 
the general effect of which is to produce a 
conviction: (1) That the Occult Brother­ 
hood really exists ; (2) that it does possess 
and exercise very remarkable powers ; (3) 
that it has control of natural forces to an 
extent and of a kind hitherto uncompre. 
hended ; (4) that it has entered into direct 
communication with the external world ; 
(5) that it is not altogether unwilling to 
allow some at least of its occult knowledge 
to be disseminated. The examination of 
Mr. Sinnett’s book, and the exposition of 
the conclusions to be drawn from it, will 
form the subject of another paper.

S o l i d a n d H o l l o w I r o n C o lu m n s — 
A contusion of ideas is sometimes found 
among practical men respecting the com- 
pa-ative strength of solid and hollow pil­ 
lars. 
One hears it often said, says the 
Building B'tacs, that a hollow pillai is 
stronger than a solid one. 
Now this is, as 
one able authority has pointed out, not 
absolutely the case ; it is perfectly true, 
that, comparing the strengths of two pil­ 
lars of ihe same hight and diameter, one 
solid and the other hollow, the latter has 
the 
advantage of 
being economically 
stronger. 
The fact is, the solid column is 
stronger than the hollow of the same ex­ 
ternal diam eter; but the lesser area is 
more effective than the greater, because the 
central portions of the solid pillar are 
less useful in 
resisting 
the 
bending 
force than the metal in the circum­ 
ference of the hollow pillar. 
But if the 
quantity of material in both the solid And 
hollow pillar of equal hight is the same, the 
hollow pillar is by far the stronger. 
A 
simple geometrical construction w ill enable 
any one to understand this fact, by ena­ 
bling us to proportion a hollow column of 
the same area as that of a solid one, by one 
of the diameters being given. It is shown, 
in fact, that hollow columns of the same 
area of metal as a solid one may bs made 
to any larger diameter, their strengths in­ 
creasing proportionately till a limit ^ is 
reached by the shell of the metal becoming 
too thin to insnre a sound casting. Taking 
an example from D o w n in g ’s work, a hollow 
pillar nine inches in external diameter, 
having an internal diameter of S 0A2 inches, 
and a thickness of metal of .47 of a n inch, 
or about one-half an inch, is five aad one- 
half times stronger than a so lid pillar with 
the eame quantity of metal. 
A thickness 
of one-half an inch may be regarded as a 
practical limit in manufacture. -

PUBLIC 
CONDEMNATION 
OF 
SHAME­ 
LESS PEOPLE OF THE STAGE. 


THE 
MINISTERIAL 
CRISIS IN ENG­ 
LAND 
The rejection of the “ Affirmation bill’’ 
—a measure which Gladstone very warmly 
advocated—is the defeat of one of his 
fondest hopes. This was the bringing of 
the Bradlaugh controversy to a close, an 
accomplishment made all the more desira­ 
ble since the decision of Lord Chief Jus­ 
tice Coleridge in the case of Bradlaugh 
against Newdegate for maintaining the suit 
of Mr. Clarke against Bradlaugh in regard 
to the latter’s sitting and voting in the 
House of Commons without taking the 
oath of allegiance. In his speech to the 
House April 26 th, Gladstone pointed out 
that the Liberals should not be deterred by 
temporary losses in contested eleetion 
cases from walking in “ the path of equity 
and justice.” His speech on that occasion 
is ranked as among the greatest eiforts of 
his life. Who shall now undertake to say 
it will not be his last ? That he yesterday 
voted against Xorthcote’s motion to refuse 
consent to Bradlaugh’s request to be per­ 
mitted to take the oath, may be taken as a 
decisive indication of the intention to ten­ 
der his resignation—an intention that the 
vote which followed Northcote’s motion 
would tend to confirm. 
It had been thought at one time that the 
High and Low Church parties were comiDg 
more into line with the liberal spirit of the 
age, but the evidences were delusive, since 
it has developed that both elements have 
been aiding the Tories to reject the affirma­ 
tion bill, and keep Mr. Bradlaugh out of 
the House. It is said some 13,000 clergy­ 
men and many thousands of their parishion­ 
ers signed petitions to this end. On the 
other hand the Dissenters, saving only the 
Wesleyan8, have supported Bradlaugh and 
desired him to be seated in the House. 
From this it must not be inferred that they 
care for the man or uphold his views as to 
beliefs or forms in religion. On the con­ 
trary they hate him. Yet on the 11th of 
April, it will be remembered, the repre­ 
sentatives of the leading dissenting bodies 
met in London and unanimously passed 
resolutions in support of Mr. Gladstone's 
advocacy of the “ Affirmation Bill.” Tois 
puts the Dissenters squarely and consist­ 
ently on record as the friends of toleration 
and of modern progress, and the regnlar 
clergy as plainly on record as opposed to 
the liberal spirit of the age. What remains 
now is to watch the course of the great 
Liberal Premier, the first of England to 
constitute and hold together a Ministry 
(formed in 1880) of widely different polit­ 
ical affiliations. He may resign at once, or 
he may go to the country for support on 
the return of a new House. Perhaps as we 
write the news comes of the retiracy of the 
veteran statesman. As we suggested the 
other day, there are physical reasons for his 
yielding np the power he now holds, yet he 
muBt deeply deplore the necessity of doing 
so as a result of parliamentary defeat. Tne 
retiracy of Gladstone, if it comes, although 
promoted by the Irish Home Rulers, will, 
we prophesy, prove a sad blow for them, 
and they will find in the more vigorous 
measures to be taken cause for regret that 
they have aided in the ascendancy of a 
Tory Ministry, The fifty Irish members, 


Recently many prominent people of 
“ the stage ” have been Shade the subject 
of disgustingly filthy news comments that, 
in the interest of decency, should never 
have been published. The domestic skel­ 
eton of the actor should not at all times, 
it may be admitted, be dragged to the 
light, simply because he is an actor. The 
private life of these people should ordi­ 
narily be the subject of as sacred regard as 
the private lives of any other people. But 
their misdeeds and barbarities and indecent 
behavior, matrimonial infelicities and vio­ 
lations of the moral code have recently 
been made conspicuously public, and with 
disgusting detail and frequency. Some of 
the recitals have been unfit reading for any 
person, but for that the press is to blame— 
we do not say the reporters, for they are 
as but potty in the hands of the controllers 
of “ the plant,” and the plant prints in too 
many cases that which will bring it financial 
reward, with small regard to the character 
of the matter. After the publication of the 
uncleanliness of about a dozen of these peo­ 
ple it became a matter of interest to observe 
the reception with which they met when 
again before the public legitimately. It is 
gratifying to be able to record that the 
public has manifested its contempt, and in 
some oases abhorence, for (he men and 
women who have outraged the proprieties of 
ordinary life. In several cases the actors’ 
engagements have been flat failures, or their 
reception marked by frigidity on the part of 
spectators ; in others audiences have hissed 
when the heroes and heroines of the scan­ 
dals appeared, and in one or two instances 
the public Bentiment baa been so pro­ 
nounced that managers have found it dis­ 
creet to cancel or refuse engagements. 
Evidently a goodly portion of the people 
at the East are determined to show these 
shameless men and women that the moat 
brilliant accomplishments and the most 
pronounced ability on the stage cannot 
atone for shameful lives and dishonorable 
conduct. The audiences in theaters do 
not assume to be keepers of the actor’s 
conscience, or guardians of his moral con­ 
duct ; but they have the right, and should 
exercise it unsparingly, to openly manifest 
their disgust at the impudence of the 
man or woman who notoriously outrages 
the sense of decency, and then UDblush- 
ingly seeks the plaudits of the public. 
Some of these notorious people are coming 
this way, and will appeal for favor from the 
footlights. It remains to be seen how Cali­ 
fornia society will receive them—if the 
men and women who respect themselves 
and their families, will disassociate 
the personality of the actor from the 
part he assumes. We trust they will not 
do so, but if present, by their manifest dis­ 
pleasure, or better, by their absence, teach 
these stage people that respect for the com­ 
mon moralities remain, and by that very 
act manifest their esteem for the honest 
men and pure women of the dramatic 
profession whose vicious companions 
smirch them by 
association. 
Dra­ 
matic art is not so barren of talented 
representatives that the public must per­ 
force accept those who trample boldly 
upon the laws of social decency, not to say 
purity, and still brazenly hold up their 
heads without apparent shame. 
They 
have no right to blacken the profession 
more ; it has enough to do penance for 
without taking on the load of infamies 
these shameless men and women attempt 
to burden it with. It is too much to ex­ 
pect the stage to set up a high moral stand­ 
ard at thiB day, but it is not too much to 
demand that it shall not wantonly insult 
by flaunting the crimes and debaucheries of 
some of its followers in the face of the pub­ 
lic. It may be admitted that the world is 
full of tendencies to evil, and that human 
natiffe furnishes many humiliating ex­ 
amples of its frailty, but shamelessness and 
vice shcu'd not therefore be encouraged by 
the reward of popular favor—in other 
words, the public should teach these peo­ 
ple that their private lives have such an 
intimate relation to their public career, 
that the success in the latter depends upon 
the observance of the ordinary proprielies 
of life in the former. 


A LONG CONTEST ENDED. 
One of the moat curious of litigated cases 
has just come to an end. It has been for 
many years a topic of constant interest in 
Xew York, and has been the subject of all 
kinds of speculation as to the probable out­ 
come. Stephen Jumel died in 1S32, and 
left Madame Jumel, of Xew York, as ad­ 
ministratrix. For about fifty years his es­ 
tate, and for a little shorter period that of 
Madame Jumel, have been in litigation in 
Xew York, with wonderful profit to two 
generations of lawyers. The brother and 
sister of Stephen recovered in actions 
against the administratrix a share cf his 
personal estate. But they were aliens, 
and under the then laws of Xew York 
could not recover any of the realty, and 
their suits failed after costly litigation. In 
1865 Madame Jumel died, and since then 
the heaviest litigation has been had. She 
left no isene, and neither brother nor sister. 
A sister had married a Mr. Browne, by 
whom the had a daughter Mary, and 
then a Mr. .Tones, by whom she had four 
children, and next a Mr. Chase, by whom 
she had two children and then died. 
Madame Jumel adopted Mary Browne. 
Eliza Chase married Mr. Caryl, and, with 
her husband and father, the third husband 
of Madame Jnmel's sister, now occupies the 
Jumel mansion on Washington Higbts, 
made historical by having once been a house 
of entertainment for General Geo. Washing­ 
ton. Outhedeathof Mrs. Chase Madame Ju­ 
mel took upon herself the care of her two 
children, William and Eliza C-base, and 
gave out that they would be her heirs—in­ 
deed, she made several wills bo recognizing 
them, but finally left the bulk of her prop­ 
erty to public charities ani a clergyman 
named Smith, who was her spiritual coun­ 
selor in her last days. The nephews and 
nieces conveyed all their claims as heirs-at- 
law to Mr. Chase, who held their interest 
for the benefit of his two children. He 
then began an action to set aside the will 
of Madame Jumel on the ground of undue 
influence exercised over her by the clergy 
man. Charles O'Conor was counsel for 
Mr. Chase, and some of the most eminent 
lawyers of the New York bar were re­ 
tained by Smith and the charitable institu­ 
tions interested. The will, alter a not 
able and interesting contest of long dura­ 
tion, was set aside, and legacies aggregat­ 


ing about $80,000 under former wills were 
paid. Next a number of claimants led by 
Champlain Bowen, of Rhode Island, sued 
the estate, but were defeated after a long 
contest, and their right to share was de­ 
nied. 
Then came George Washington 
Bowen, of Providence, R. I., and at­ 
tacked the estate, bis claim being 
that he was the son of George Wash­ 
ington and Madame Jumel. 
Iu the 
first trial of his case the jury disagreed as 
to the identity of hiB pedigree. In the 
second trial he was ousted frcm Court on 
the ground that Madame Jumel had only 
a life-interest in the estate, and therefore 
if she had a son by George Washington, 
or anyone else, he conld not inherit except 
by special devise. In this trial it devel­ 
oped for the first time that no deed conld 
be found by which Stephen Jumel had 
conveyed a tract of some sixty-five acres 
of land, which had now become vastly 
valuable. This tract, then, would belong 
to the heirs-at-law in France, and so they 
came into Court demanding it in 1S74. 
They entered so hotly into the litigation, 
despite the statute of limitations, and 
the law which barred aliens at the time of 
Jumel’s death, that recently the ChaseB 
and Mrs. Caryl have deemed it the best 
economy to settle with them, else the B a it 
might stretch out until the very end of 
their lives. Tnis settlement and com­ 
promise is supposed to mark the close of 
this curious litigation, but the Boston Ad­ 
vertiser says that it is by no means certain 
that it does, in the opinion of Mrs. Caryl, 
for, on being interrogated concerning it, 
she replied that she should not feel at 
peace, “ because a host of trumped-up heirs 
from who knows where may make a fresh 
attack upon us at ¡my moment.” 


TRADE AND THE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 
The foreign trade returns for the eight 
mouths next preceding the first day of 
March have been made. From the show­ 
ing it appears that the carriage of goods 
in American bottoms has augmented some­ 
what. By rail considerably more of goods 
have been carried. The trade amounted 
to $1,057,000,000. Of this 3 per cent, of 
goods were carried by rail, aud 14 2-5 per 
cent, were carried in American ships, and 
86 3 5 per ctnt. were received or shipped in 
foreign bottoms; or 8151,9S7,711 in Ameri­ 
can and 8873,463,457 in foreign ships. In 
the like period in the preceding year the 
volume of trade was $99S,000,000, showing 
an increase for the last report of $59.000,­ 
000. Of this, 13 4-5 per cent., or 8136,­ 
217,100, moved in American ships, a 
gain of §15,710,611. In foreign ships there 
moved S4 per cent., or $830,004,S37, 
showing an increase for the recent period 
of $43,453,620. The exports of American 
manufactures have increased, not greatly, 
but still an increase, to w it: §4,184 411.

The Boston Advertiser forms the opin­ 
ion, from evidences in its hands, that in all 
the leading lines of export there might 
have been a much greater output thus far 
in 1883 had American manufacturers and 
merchants made reasonable effort. There 
seems to be no desire to Bolicit foreign 
orders. Iu this connection, it may be 
added, that there are financiers who find a 
canse for this timidity in the secret fear of 
a commercial and financial panic. As a 
rule, sound business men are always 
“ looking out” for such events. But it 
does not appear to the close observer that 
the conditions prevailing indicate a crisis 
as likely to occur in the fall of this year. 
The money market is tight at the East, 
bat overspeculation has not marked the 
year, nor was the investment of capital 
made on snch a speculative basis in railroad 
building in 1SS2 as waB the case in 1S72. 
The Xew York Evening Post has gone over 
the whole ground in review, and is con­ 
vinced that, instead of there being any in­ 
dications of a fever in trade from over­ 
doing, it has, on the contrary, a chill,.and a 
panic rarely occurs except in a period of 
advancing prices ; nevertheless, the advice 
is given always, by financial students to 
look out for squalls, for a commercial panic 
comes oftenest v. hen not looked for. 


DEATHBED CONVERSIONS, 
Seme time ago Dr. George M. Beard, a 
well-known physician and scientist, died 
iu New Y’ork city. Dr. Beard was an ag 
nostic, and had never been at any time a 
believer .in the Christian religion. His 
nuree, a devout Moravian woman, in his 
last ir.oiiii.ui5 says she said to him, “ Trust 
in Jesus;” and he responded, “ I do, I 
am ; ” and subsequently on being raised up 
iu bed, exclaimed, as he lifted up bis 
hands, “ Higher! higher! ” This the 
woman believed to be an exclamation con­ 
nected with his expressed new belief. Af­ 
ter his death she related the circumstances 
to Iiev. Joseph Cook, of Boston, who told 
the story in a recent “ Monday lecture,” 
and cited it as another instance of 
the abandonment of agnosticism when 
the supreme hour came. 
Now come 
friends of the doctor who were at 
his bedside, 
and say they did not 
hear the nurse exhort him ; that if she did 
he could not hear her, for he bad been al 
most totally deaf for some time and com­ 
pelled to use an ear trumpet for weeks ; 
th»t the ejaculation “ Higher, higher,” re­ 
ferred to his being lifted up, and was con­ 
firmed by his remark of satisfaction, “ that 
will do.” The question then was whether 
the nurse falsified or was mistaken ; a ques­ 
tion that has created something of a breeze 
in Xew York circles, the friends of the de­ 
ceased who believe as he did holding to 
one state of facts, and the nurse and Mr. 
Cook to another. The Independent was led 
to publish the story of conversion at first, 
but soon withdrew it, and in the interest 
of Christian belief now enters its protest 
against making much at any time of death­ 
bed repentance. It says : “ There may be 
such cases—there perhsps are—but nothing 
is gained by making them seem frequent. 
The man who lives a Christian as a rnle 
dies a Christian ; the man who lives an 
nobeliever dies an unbeliever. It is best 
that this should be understood to be the I 
rule. Fresh light in the article of death is 


not to be expected in the economy of God. 
Probation* continues up to the very last 
connection of the soul with the body, but 
it is the bight of folly to expect or wait for a 
supreme illumination of the conscience in 
that dread hoar. If the collapse of this story 
of death-bed conversion shall do anything to 
prevent the abuse of the great truth, that so 
long as moral power exists theeaás the 
theoretical possibility of conversion and 
Balvation, whether in health, or sickness, 
or death ; whether o d earth, (ft in pnrga- 
tory, or in hell, we shall be glad.” The 
Independent unquestionably reflects the 
best thought of believers of thiB day on the 
subject, and its expression is therefore 
noteworthy. 
The lesson that the New 
Y'ork Post draws from the Beard Btory is 
of a different character, but quite as 
pertinent. It says “ it ought to check, not 
simply the abuse of a great truth, but plain 
falsehood aad the reckless conversion of 
signs and wonders into moral pabulum.” 
It teaches aho that the sincerity of such as 
Mr. Cook is to be doubted when on such 
slight foundation it is sought to base doc­ 
trinal truth. 
Reproach is brought upon 
religion by such stories and the exposure 
of their shallowness. 


PLANS FOR IMMIGRANTS. 
The emigration from Ireland to America 
now being promoted by the English Gov­ 
ernment will take a less objectionable form 
and a new direction if the negotiations be­ 
tween the Crown authorities and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company and 
Canadian lat^d companies resnlt as is an­ 
ticipated, Lord Carlingford has staged in 
the House of Lords that the proposition of 
the companies is being favorably consid­ 
ered, This may be taken as equivalent to 
saying that a basis of agreement will be 
reached, if indeed it has not been.already. 
The proposal of the companies is to receive 
5,000 families, not to exceed 25,000 per­ 
sons in the aggregate, and transport them 
to Government lands along the line 
of the road where they may set­ 
tle under the homestead laws. 
These 
allot to each family 160 acres of land, frA 
of cost. Great Britain is to advance £1,. 
000,000 without interest to carry oat the 
scheme. This is to be repaid within ten 
years, and the companies are to become 
security for that. repayment. This money 
will be divided into loans to be advanced 
to each family, sufficient to enable them to 
subsist while clearing the lands and put 
ting them into a condition to return 
rewards. 
The loans are to be paid 
by the 
families, 
presumably with­ 
in the ten years, although we are not 
advised as to that detail. There are some 
serious objections to the scheme, but 
its commendable features are not few 
Whether the Irish peasants thus to be sent 
out will be selected from the class equal 
to cope with the difficulties and overcome 
the obstacles of a new country and frontier 
life ; whether they are of the class that 
is fitted for the new systems of agricult 
ure they must adopt ; whether they pos­ 
sess the ambition to conquer for themselves 
new humes ; whether their emigration will 
be so voluntary aB to give reasonable hope 
of content in the strange land to which 
they are to be transported ; whether they 
will avail themselves of the loans in such 
a way as to justify the expectation of re 
payment—all these are matters of doubt 
and grave uncertainty. But the pro­ 
jectors of the scheme seem to feel confident 
of its success, bo much so that they have 
offered to double the loan and take 
50 000 people instead of 25,000, if Great 
Britian will consent. 


Tub State is to be congratulated that the State 
Board of Capitol Commissiouers and the State Board 
of Agriculture are a unit upon the matter of letting 
the contract for the new Pavilion for the State Agri­ 
cultural Society. Some fears were entertained that an 
effort would be made to lessen the size of the building 
and to narrow- the ground plat; but neither lias been 
done. It only remains for an explicit contract to 
be executed and the work to begin. As the building 
is to be but a shell, notwithstanding its great size, 
it would appear tliat its completion in time 
for the State Fair in September next should not be 
a matter of any doubt. It must he finished by that 
time. It is possible to do so without extraordinary 
exertions, and we believe the people will not he dis­ 
appointed in the matter. 


The Bishop of Bohemia is alarmed at the rapid 
spread of Spiritualism, and has issued a bull pro­ 
nouncing be'ief in it a heresy. That has ever been 
the method of clericals who fear an enemy— anathe­ 
matize it. If the Bishop desires to convince his 
fieople of the errors of Spiritualism, he should lead 
them in inquiries into its results ana works. If he 
cannot do so, he should not object to their doing it 
for themselves. 


“ J ekvkrsox D avis will attend the Southern His­ 
torical Society’s meeting at Nashville, Ma> 23d, as a 
private member, ai-d not as an orator.” A wise reso­ 
lution. Mr. Davis in his speeches since 1865 lias 
not been happy in references to the poli, 
tics of the day or the history of the nation. Of aii 
men, he is the one to realize the wisdom of the 
proverb, “ The le. st said, the s onest mended.” 
The Rev. Talmage says the next President is in 
some dingy office studying hard, or in some factory 
or shop laboring, or is engaged in some other voca­ 
tion now, not dreaming of the honor that is to be 
his. That settles it for General Butler, S. J. Tilden, 
Mr. Hendricks, ani all the rest, as well as for Presi 
dent Arthur, Mr. Blaine and all other possible as­ 
pirants, for Taimage has spoken. 
It needs no comment to emphasize the fact that 
the old sore still annoys that c ass of patriota of the 
stri|>c that run the Sun Francisco Examiner. The 
following, from that delectable representative of the 
lost cause, speaks for itself: “ M ny Stowe is build 
ing a church iu Florida, iu atonement for the sin of 
' Uncle Tom’s Cabin.’” 


D ynam ite, concerning which so much is just now 
being said, is not the invention of tc-day. Ascague 
Sibrero, in the laboratory of Pelouze, discovered its 
great power some forty years ago. The process of 
its manufacture is exceedingly simple but very haz­ 
ardous. 


T h e D oo rstep of N eb uchadnezzar — 
Iu the Egyptian and Assyrian gallery at 
the British Museum, and in close conti­ 
guity to the Hittite monuments and the 
bronze gates of Shalmanesser, there has 
just been placed an object of considerable 
interest—a bronze doorstep from the great 
temple of E-Saggil at Borsippa, a suburb 
or division of Babylon. The doorstep not 
only has inscribed on it the name of Nebu­ 
chadnezzar, but also mentions his health, 
or restoration to health. The doorstep may 
thus have been a votive offering. The 
thought may suggest itself whether the 
inscription on the doorstep has any relation 
to the madness of Nebuchadnezzar, spoken 
of in the well-known words of the fourth 
chapter of Daniel, which record how the 
renowned monarch, after looking with 
pride on the great Babylon which he had 
built, was in the “ same hour driven from 
men, and did eat grass as oxen, and his 
body was wet with the due of heaven, till 
his hairs were grown like eagles' feathers, 
and his nails like birds’ claws.” It would 
not, however, be easy to make such an 
identification. The temple of E-Saggil, to 
which the doorstep pertained, was a famous 
seat of Babylonian idolatry, and remained 
such till the time of Nabcinidas, the last 
Babylonian king. The dedication of the 
doorstep would thus scarcely be consistent 
with Nebuchadnezzar’s worshiping the God 
of Israel, as mentioned in Daniel iv. 34-37. 


THE RAILROAD QUESTION, 
Answers by A. A. Cohen to Questions by 
the Railroad Commissioners. 
A. A. Cohen, known to have been an 
uncompromising opponent of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, and to have en­ 
gaged for years in proceedings against it, 
and to have had also opportunities to in­ 
quire into what is popularly known as the 
railroad question, has been addressed by 
the Railroad Commissioners of California 
and requested to answer certain questions. 
*This he has done in a letter dated at New 
York, and which is of considerable length. 
He says, in the outset, that he is aware he 
may not be considered an impartial witness, 
from his past well-known relations to the 
snbject, but as he considers himself bound 
to respond, he does so freely. He believes 
the Board exercises extraordinary powers, 
and Bhould so act as to perpetrate no in- 
justioe to the corporations whose property 
aud business is taken out of their hands 
and intrusted to official regulation. In­ 
jury done the railroad companies will re­ 
sult in disadvantage to the people. It was 
not the purpose of the people, in adopting 
the new Constitution, to confer on the 
Commissioners the power of confisca­ 
tion. Tney intended the Board to 
act in a calm and judicial spirit. 
It should proceed upon no other 
theory than that of right and justice, 
founded upon a sufficiency of legal evi­ 
dence. The priocipal benefit to bedarived 
from action by the Board is to prevent 
transportation companies from unjustly 
discriminating between persons and places, 
to compel every carrier to give to every 
shipper the same rights and privileges and 
advantages for the same compensation as 
it gives to every other person similarly sit­ 
uated, and this includes a redress of 
alleged grievances under special contracts 
and rates for merchandise transportation. 
As to cases of favoritism, the Board has 
every facility for discovering whether or 
not they exist. The Board is not to 
assume that such things exist, but 
to act only when formal complaint 
is made. Each case must be determined 
by the evidence prodnced in it, and in the 
light of its own circumstances. In other 
words, each ca3e involves a trial of ques­ 
tions of fact, and the application of thb law 
as in all other judicial proceedings. He 
advises the Board to sit at different points 
to afford the people opportunity to set 
forth complaints. As to discrimination be­ 
tween places he has no knowledge of any 
special cases. There is a discrimination 
between competitive points and places on 
the same line which are non-competitive. 
At first glance it would seem only reason­ 
able that the carrier should not be allowed 
to charge for the leBser more than for the 
greater distance. If the Board construes 
the Constitution, that railroad companies, 
in order to compete at a point on tide or 
navigable waters, with the cheaper mode 
of transit which such waters afford, offer 
a rate of charge that will secure the busi­ 
ness to the railroad, and that they are, 
therefore, prohibited from charging any 
higher rate at any other point upon their 
road where there is no competition by 
water, then it will necessarily result that 
railroads will not be carriers from such 
competitive points, and the movement of 
freight to and from Buch points will be left 
to the owners of the water craft. In other 
words, these points will cease to be what 
are termed competitive points, and the 
shipper will be deprived of the advantage 
arising therefrom, and the reason is that 
a railroad cannot be operated for the 
movement of property as cheaply as ves­ 
sels propelled either by steam or sail. If 
the railroad companies were compelled to 
accept at all points upon their road, only 
the prices which a barge or schooner com­ 
ing into competition with them at a partic­ 
ular place compels them to accept, they 
would, iu a large number of cases, do 
their business at an actual loss. 
A 
railroad company accepts the business 
of a competitive point at the competitive 
rate rather than not have it at all, because 
its trains moving in a certain direction, and 
having certain fixed charges, it does not 
sustain any absolute loss by transporting 
the freight at such lower or competitive 
rate. It has certain fixed train expenses 
which have to be met wnetber the cars are 
wholly or partially loaded, and therefore 
all the goods that it can get into its train 
within the capacity of a single train to 
carry, add to the general profit, although a 
portion of it is underpaid. But if the 
whole of the merchandise carried on that 
train were underpaid, the expenses of run­ 
ning the train could not be met. It may 
seem very onerous to a person whose busi­ 
ness is at a non-competitive point to be 
charged a higher rate than is charged to 
one whose property is carried a longer dis­ 
tance in the same direction ; bat, as we 
see, this is not the fault of the carrier. In 
all parts of the world advantages in the 
way of carriage accrue to places situated 
where there is competition between the 
inland and the ocean carrier; so that it 
cannot be said that a higher rate of charge 
by a railroad company to a person situated 
midway between two ports than is charged 
for the whole distance between said ports 
is an intended discrimination between 
places. Tne person thus situated between 
the two ports is under a physical disadvan­ 
tage which no railroad company can over­ 
come. The shipper at the competitive 
point takes the advantage of his position 
and compels the carrier by rail to move his 
goods as cheaply as the water carrier will 
do it, and as the business at the non-com­ 
petitive point is not of sufficient volume to 
load all the cars which can be pulled in 
one train, the carrier is compelled to ac­ 
cept the less remunerative business rather 
than pull overa long distance cars bnt par. 
tially laden. 
A shipper at tidewater 
reached by ocean vessels compete the rail­ 
road to accept the ocean rate tor grain car­ 
riage to Liverpool, for instance. But as 
the bulk of grain to be sent abroad is 
grown at some distance from tidewater, it 
must be hauled there before it can have 
the advantage of the competition between 
the vessel and the railroad. If a train on 
its way from San Fiancisco to the Gulf of 
Mexico stops at a way station to take on 
the grain grown in the vicinity, it would 
not be just to require the railroad to ac­ 
cept at that point the same rate of trans­ 
portation which the shipper of San Fran­ 
cisco has compelled it to accept because of 
the water competition. The most onerous 
terms which can justly be put on the rail­ 
road would be to require it to take the 
grain at the San Francisco rate, adding the 
usual charge for transportation to San 
Francisco. This is the practice usual upon 
all railroads, and it is from this practice 
that the charge of discrimination against 
places is made ; but in reality there is no 
such discrimination. If all the grain raised 
m California were tendered the railroad at 
San Francisco, to be moved to the Gulf of 
Mexico and thence to Liverpool at §15 per 
ton, it could not accept a pound of it, and 
the shipper at the competitive point would 
lose the benefit of the railroad competition. 
As to the questions what would be a fair 
maximum rate to allow for transportation 
of property and for carriage of passengers 
in California, he says that had he been 
asked some years ago, he would have at­ 
tempted toanswer. But after ten years'close 
attention to the subject, he does not feel 
comoetent to give replies that shonld form 
the basis of action' by the Board. Experi­ 
ence has taught that it is only by the ex­ 
istence of what may be thonght to be a very 
high or extravagant maximum, that a low 
minimum, or a reasonable average rate is 
possible. By allowing the carrier a liberal 
or even generous possible maximum, where 
the service is extraordinarily difficult of 
performance, can he afford to transact his 
ordinary business at a low or reasonable 
rate. Before a rigid and arbitrary rate can 
be fixed which will do justice alike to the 
shipper and the carrier, there are almost 
innumerable questions to be considered 
The grades over which trains are to be 
hauled, the density or scarcity of popula­ 
tion, the high price or cheapness of fuel, 
the distance from the base of supplies, so 
to speak—that is, the distance from the 
place where rails and all other articles re­ 
quired for the construction and mainte­ 


nance of the railroad can be obtained—the 
price of skilled and unskilled labor, the 
volnme of business. These most be deter­ 
mined before it is possible to justly say 
what the Board is given to do. If the 
Board CAn do this, can act so as to establish 
rates alike 
satisfactory 
to shipper 
and Commissioner, he will feel like 
sincerely congratulating the Commis­ 
sioners on 
accomplishing that which 
has never yet been done by any 
board vested with like powers, or by any 
directory of any railroad compaoy within 
his knowledge. He believeB such accom­ 
plishment to a politioal economic impossi­ 
bility. A just regulation by law of the 
usp of property in railroads, except by es­ 
tablishing such maximum rates as carriers 
seldom find it for their interest to ap­ 
proach, can no more be done than the 
regnlation of the use ofe any other proper­ 
ty. Whenever a popular assemblage or 
the law-making power of any State or com­ 
monwealth can arbitrarily fix the value of 
the use of all other property, it may be en­ 
abled, intelligently and tairly, to fix the 
value of the use of railroad property. 
-Whenever the Board can say that the 
owner of real estate shall receive for the 
use of such property only such rates as 
maj be designated by statute or otherwise, 
or when it can say that the laborer or arti­ 
san shall receive for his toil or his skill only 
such reward as shall be designated by some 
official board or person, we will then have 
approached somewhere near a determina­ 
tion of the questions asked. He. believes 
this cannot be done, because it never has 
been done, though, as railroad history 
shows often attempted. No tariff ever pre­ 
sented a directory by its freight agent, 
which he has arranged, as he believes, eo 
as to be proper for adoption, has been 
found to be entirely operative ; aud it has 
always been necessary to confide to some 
officer of the road power to alter the tariff 
from time to time, as the exigencies and 
requirements of shippers and their business 
require. He adds ; “ When you have 
fixed the value of the use of the property 
of the railroads within your State for the 
transportation of persons and property by 
an arbitrary and fixed tariff, which shall 
be fair to the shipper, and not do injustice 
to the carrier, you will have fixed the value 
of every man’s labor, not ODly within your 
jurisdiction, but in every part of the world, 
who in any way contributes to the con­ 
struction or maintenance of the railroads 
you design to control.” 
As to the cost of a road being a factor 
in fixing the tariff of charges, he thinks it 
is not included and has nothing to do with 
it. It is not an essential element in deter­ 
mining the value of the service rendered 
in transportation. “ The value of the 
service rendered by a road running through 
a valley, with neither grades, curvatures, 
cuts, embankments nor expensive bridges, 
may be greater to the patronB of that line 
than the service for the same distance over 
another road very much more difficult of 
construction. The whole subject is one of 
supply and demand. The main question is 
—W hat is the value of the service ren­ 
dered ? And I cannot see how, in deter­ 
mining that question, the mere cost of the 
property becomes of any moment. Rail­ 
road property is subject to the same 
natural laws as any other property.” 
The value of railroad property fluctuates 
as with all other property. If it were the 
law that the State would permit only such 
charges as would afford an interest upon 
the cost of the road, there would be no 
more railroads built. With equal reason 
the Board might enact that the owner of a 
house should be limited to a rental of legal 
interest upon the cost of the building and 
ground. The only proper subjects to be 
taken into account in determining what ib 
a fair compensation for the transportation 
of persons and property ie the value of the 
service ptrformed and the cost of its per­ 
formance. But as both these elements are 
constantly changing, it must necessarily 
result, as I have heretofore pointed out, 
that it is no easy thing to say, for any 
length of time in advance, what such 
charges should be. As to whether three 
cents a mile for passenger transportation 
would be a proper maximum, he says the 
question, to some extent, be has already 
answered. The greatest profit is found in 
a low rate of fare, but that is suhject to 
the qualification that the population is 
sufficiently numerous to increase travel by 
tempting it with low rates. Between all 
the centers of population in California 
three cents is as high a rate as the compa­ 
nies charge. Bat it would not be a fair 
rate as a maximum for local travel. There 
are points between which it would be de­ 
cidedly unjust to require the companies to 
transport passengers at three cents a mile. 
Take the county of San Bernardino, be­ 
tween Colton and Yuma, a distance of 
about 200 miles, over which there is very 
little local business. Three cents a mile 
between those points would net be a fair 
compensation, nor would three cents a mile 
from Sacramento to Truckee. 
No more grievous injury can be visited 
on the people of California than to estab­ 
lish rates that will destroy the vaiue of 
railroad property. Competition is the so­ 
lution for the problem involved, but admin­ 
istration of the law to prevent capital 
in railroads from enjoying the same profit 
enjoyed by capital in other investments 
will delay and put competition in jeopardy. 
Once he thought the “ Archer bill ” a good 
measure, and urged its adoption ; now he 
is convinced it was fortunate for the public 
interest that it did not become a law, b • 
cause in the mutations of business and pro­ 
duction and the wants of the producers and 
business have become oppressive to rail­ 
roads and to shippers. Under it, or any 
similar bill, the Southern Pacific Railroad 
could nut have been constructed, nor the 
South Pacific Coast road. His experience 
forces him to the conclusion that tne most 
effective manner of obtaining cheap car­ 
riage is to leave the whole subject to the 
higher law of competition. Competition, 
however, cannot be obtained by an enforced 
unjust tariff. Oa the contrary, it would 
be the most effectual means of shutting 
the door to it. The agitation that has pre­ 
vailed in California, and the laws, both 
organic and statute, that have been 
adopted and passed looking to the official 
regulation of the use of corporate property, 
have already done our State much damage. 
He has found leading capitalists averse to 
investing in railroads in California because 
of the danger of agrarian legislation. He 
points out at some length the incalculable 
benefit of the construction of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad to California, and, in con­ 
clusion, reviews in detail the advantages of 
that construction and the various lines pro­ 
jected to facilitate the business interests of 
California and give the desired competi­ 
tion, and it is for the Commissioners to say 
it their acta shall deter the construction of 
the new lines. 
He says finally, “ The 
opinions which J have expressed are those 
which I now entertain, baaed upon ex­ 
perience and knowledge of the relations of 
carriers to their patrons, and they are ex­ 
pressed in the moBt perfect good faith to 
your Board and the public whom you 
represent. That good faith has compelled 
their expression, notwithstanding thiPad- 
verse feelings which I have so long enter­ 
tained toward the corporations whose in­ 
terests are to be affected by your official 
action.” 
P h o to g ra p h in g th e V o cal O rg an s.— 
Some attempts have been made in London 
to photograph the human vocal organs in 
the act of singing. The principal object 
was to obtain a picture of the ligameuts 
known as the vocal chords, which are situ­ 
ated at the top of the larynx. These can 
be viewed in the laryngoscope, a small 
mirror, which when placed at the back of 
the throat serves at once to reflect light 
apon the membranes, and to form an image 
of them visible to the observer. W ith the 
aid of this instrument numerons observa­ 
tions have been made upon singers, and 
much valuable’ information has been col­ 
lected, but all previous efforts to obtain a 
photograph by substituting a camera for 
the observer’s eye have entirely failed. 
The difficulties were overcome by the use 
of a powerful SiemecB electric lamp, sup 
piied by a dynamo machine. By means of 
this light some excellent photographs were 
obtained of the laryngoscooic image. The 
patient in each case was Herr Bshnke, at 
whose instance the experiments were made.

BUILDING 


The Board of Capital Commissioners met 
yesterday morning, ail the members and Sec­ 
retary Dam present. 
The committee ap­ 
pointed by the Board of Agriculture, consist­ 
ing of 
L a Hue, Coleman and President 
Pinigan, were present, 
accompanied 
by 
Secretary Sm ith, of the latter Board. 
A communication from the Board of Agri­ 
culture, citing the action which th at Board 
had taken in the m atter of selecting an 
architect, a superintendent, and the award­ 
ing of the contract, was read and ordered 
spread on the minutes. 
Certain clausts of the specifications for the 
new Exposition building were discussed at 
some 1 neth, and some unim portant changes 
made. 
Tne old question of the power con­ 
ferred on the two Boards by the A ct of the 
Legislature again arose, and received some 
discussion. 
A morion was then made and carried ra d- 
fying the action of the B ,ard of Agriculture. 
The contractor is required to give a bond in 
the sum of 325,000, and the form cf this bond 
was then discussed and ordered to be referred 
t the Attorney-General. 
I t was then ordered that a lot 410 feet 
e iaare be staked cff in the southeast corner 
of Capitol Park, and set aside for the use of 
the A gricultural Society. 
The Bovrd then adjourned. 
Contractor M cKillican will have his bond 
prepared and signed by next Monday, w ten 
it will be acted upon. 
The entiie 340,000 required to be deposited 
in the State Treasury was placed there yes­ 
terday. 
There is ro conflict between the two Boards 
having charge of the building, as has been 
stated, and everything is harmonious. 
The 
discussions of the question of the power of 
each Board have been in a friendly manner, 
and with a view of arriving at the correct in­ 
terpretation of the Act authorizing the con- 
stiuction of the building.

A t the conclusion of the argument 
the Court charged the jury and the latter re­ 
tired and at the end of an hour returned and 
rendered the following v erdict: " We, the 
j ury sitting in the case where M rs. Ida E. 
Andrews is plaintiff, and O. R. Runyon and 
P. J . Van L iben Seis defendants, find judg­ 
m ent in favor of plaintiff for 325 000.” The 
jn ry was then polled and each answered that 
the above was their verdict. 
The Court or­ 
dered a stay of execution for twenty days. 
There were originally five defendants in the 
action, but the case early in the proceedings 
was dismissed as to three of them.

The grounds on which the action w*s based 
has bean stated several times in these col­ 
umns. 
A large number of physicians were 
examined as experts on paralysis.

the Court-room was crowded with friends of 
the parties to the action and curious specta­ 
tors. 
The jury, immediately after retiring, 
took a vote on the question as to whether 
damages should be awarded to the nlaiutiff, 
and it resulted in a unanimous affirmative 
vote. 
The remainder of the hour daring 
which they were absent was taken up in 
agreeing on what the amount of damages 
should be, and finally resulted in a verdict as 
above given.

M a rk s on H a b e a s C o r p u s—Yesterday, 
before Superior Judge Armstrong, the appli­ 
cation of E. B. M arks to be released upon 
habeas corpus from confinement in the State 
Prison a t Folsom came up for bearing. 
M arks, who m 1S79 was convicted of m urder 
in the second degree, in Mendocino county, 
and sentenced to imprisonment for the period 
of twelve years, was last January granted a 
pardon by Governor Perkins upon the con­ 
dition th at he “ leave this State, never to 
return.” Upon being released he came to 
this city from Folsom, and on the following 
day was rearrested at the instance of one of 
his brothers, of which arrest the readers of 
the R e c o rd U n io n have been fully informed, 
and again lodged in the State Prison, and ever 
since then has been detained there serv­ 
ing out his original sentence for murder. 
U pon the hearing of the m atter yesterday.

M arks asks bis release upon the grounds th at 
he was not allowed a reasonable time within 
which to coqjply with the conditions of the 
pardon, a n l further th at he could not have 
been legally recommitted to the State Prison 
w ithout a judicial inquiry by a C outt of com­ 
petent jurisdiction.

Beports from Various Parts of the 8tate 
—Crop Prospects. 
The welcome rain fell almost continuously 
during the day yesterday. 
A t 12 o’clock last 
night it was cloudy, and appearances were 
favorable to more precipitation. 
Of the 
storm and previous records, Sergeant Bar- 
wick said : 
"T h e rainfall for the storm up 
to 8 P. M. last night was .85 of an inch ; 8.58 
inches for the year, and 10 11 for the season. 
It has been said by an old resident that this 
is the heaviest rain ever occurring in May. 
The records back to 1853 show that there has 
been rain in each m onth of May, except one, 
that being in 1873. 
There was but a sprinkle 
in May, 1857, 1875 and 1881, so it will be 
seen that having no rain in M ay is rather an 
exception 
than 
otherwise. 
The heaviest 
rain during t: e m ontn of M ay was in 1860, 
when 2 4‘J inches was precipitated, and in 
May, 1866, when 2 2-5 inches fell. 
The years 
that give over one inch in M av were 1853, 
1855, 1856, 1859, 1860, 1862, 1866, and 1879. 
The average rainfall for, the entire month of 
M ay for 30 years past is .69 of an inch, which 
shows th at the present storm up to 8 p. m. 
last night was .17 of an inch in excess of the 
average precipitation for 30 seasons past, dur­ 
ing the entire month of M ay.

crops lo. k fine, and this rain will put thou­ 
sands of dollars into the farmers’ pcckets. 
dome hay that is down will be slightly dam­ 
aged. 
Most people believe th at Yolo county 
will have an average crop this year. 
There 
are indications of more rain to-night. 
The rain at Arbuckie yesterday amounted 
to .96 of an inch. 
The report from Dixon says there is no 
longer a doubt of there being good crops, and 
the same comes from Santa Rosa. 
Chico—A fine rain commenced falling this 
morning, and continued till about 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, giving nearly twelve hours of 
almost contiouous rain, A telephone dispatch 
from the mountains says it was raining there 
also, so we may expect a big rise in the creeks 
and river from the melting snow.

FOSSIL 
MáH 
IH 
AMERICA. 


The queition of the contemporaneity of 
man with the horse and other pliocene 
mammals was recently brought up in the 
Academy of N atural Sciences of Pniladel- 
phia in the presentation of some fossil re­ 
mains of horses by Professor Leidy. 
Pro­ 
fessor Cope said that he believed that the 
contemporaneity would soon be satisfac­ 
torily established, and brought forward the 
Calaveras skull, which was said to have 
been taken from the gold-bearing gravel of 
California, and two observations of his 
own, made in 1879 in Oregon and Califor­ 
nia, as further confirmatory of the point. 
The “ Carson 
foot-prints ” 
of 
Nevada 
could also be placed in evidence, for they 
probably belonged to an ancestor of ex­ 
isting man. 
Professor H. Carvill Lswis 
insisted that caution should be exercised in 
accepting as evidence of pliocene man any 
fact as yet not verified by scientific ob­ 
servers. 
While the facts proving a post­ 
glacial man were indisputable, the exist­ 
ence of pre-glacial man, either in our own 
country or in Europe, was not attested by 
any scientific evidence. 
The discoveries in 
California, made for the most part by 
miners in search of gold, carried with them 
several serious objections to the theory of 
great antiquity. 
Th* implements were 
identical in character with those of modern 
workmanship, and the Calaveras skull 
cloeely resembled that of a modern Indian. 
Tne fact is not generally mentioned th a t 
implements in all respects similar to those 
of the auriferous gravel occur upon the sur­ 
face of the ground, and are believed to be 
the work of well-known tribes. 
Neither 
the Calaveras skull nor the implements 
have 
suffered 
the 
amount 
of 
cor­ 
rosion 
or 
weathering 
that 
a 
great 
antiquity 
should 
have 
given 
them. 
The adherence of compact gravel to the 
Calaveras skull, which is regarded as a 
sign of great antiquity, is no evidence at 
all of it, for the same is seen in the case of 
modern coins and other objects of known 
date. 
The very fact that the relics under 
consideration all occur iu a gold bearing 
gravel may indicate the method by which 
many of them were buried. 
Gold mining 
was carried on, on quite an extensive scale, 
by the aborigines in these saíne gravels. 
Schoolcraft describes an ancient shaft in 
Table Mountain two hundred and ten feet 
deep, at the bottom of which human bones 
and implements were found. 
The argu­ 
m ent from analogy is so strong against the 
great antiquity of the California relics, 
that evidence of the most satisfactory kind 
must be required to support such a conclu­ 
sion.—[Popular Science Monthly.

LIVING. 


THE REMAINS OF RICHELIEU. 


An article in the April number of the 
Gazette des Beaux Arts reminds the world 
of the fate of Cardinal Richelieu's remains 
“ The King of the King,” as the people 
nicknamed him, was entombed in the ful­ 
ness of his glory in the vaults of the Sor­ 
bonne Church. 
One day, some sixteen 
years ago, the Mayor of a little village in 
BrittaDy presented himself before the Em­ 
peror Napoleon III. 
He opened a small 
box which he brought under his arm, un­ 
wrapped the parcel which it contained, 
and drew from it a human mask. 
Tne 
skin was dried up and wrinkled, the eyes 
deeply buried in their sockets, the mouth 
contracted, the teeth perfect. 
The beard, 
mustaches and eyebrows were still in their 
daces, and the whole was covered with a 
yellow varnish like an anatomical speci­ 
men. 
“ Sire,” said the Mayor, “ yon be­ 
hold all that remains of Cardinal Riche­ 
lieu.” 
In the month of December, 1793, 
when a Revolutionary party pillaged the 
tombs of the Sorbonne, one of the eoldieis 
entered the vault which contained the 
body of the Cardinal, and finding that the 
mask of the face, doubilesa in order to 
facilitate some 
process of 
embalming, 
had 
been 
savn 
oil from the rest of 
the 
head, 
possessed 
himself 
of 
it 
a id displayed it in 
triumph 
to the 
spectators, who thought th at he had him ­ 
self cut off the great man’s head. 
Subse­ 
quently a batter named Cheval possessed 
himself of the trophy and hid it in a cup­ 
board at the back of bis shop. 
The ninth 
Themidor came ; the hatter, inalaim , gave 
the mask in charge to one of his customers, 
tbe Abbe Armez, who carried it with him 
to Brittany and gave it to his brother. 
The brother, finding that insects were at­ 
tacking the relic, consulted the village 
apothecary, by whose advice it was var­ 
nished. 
It was this gentleman's Bon who 
brought it to Peris in ISfiG, and in Decem­ 
ber of th at year it was restored with great 
ceremony to its place under the monument 
of the Cardinal, in tbe presence of the 
Archbishop of Paris, Monsignor Darboy, 
the Duke of R ’chelieu. and a great gather­ 
ing of notabilities. 
Since that day the 
Emperor has died in exile, the Archbishop 
of Paris has been shot, and the last of the 
name of Richelieu has died without issue.

CATS 
AND 
HERETICS. 


The following is “ Town T attler’s ” dis­ 
course upon cost of living in Meriwether's 
Weekly: Ever since Beecher said that a 
laborer ought to fare sumptuously on a 
dollar a day, the newspapers have been 
discussing the question of cost of living. 
A case came under my view last week. 
A 
lady who works for her living, and lives 
very economically, declared th at her food 
did not cost over one dollar a week. 
“ Im possible!” I said. 
She, however, 
gave me the figures, and it seems quite 
possible. 
Her statem ent is about as fol­ 
lows : “ I eat only two meals a day ; have 
eggs, butter, coffee, bread, crushed wheat 
and milk for breakfast. 
For dinner : egge, 
butter, bread, potatoes or rice, and fruits 
for desert. 
On Sunday I am even able to 
indulge íd a little meat. 
Eggs cost me, at 
eighteen cents a dozen, three cents a day. 
B utter two cents a day, a pound at thirty 
cents lasting me nearly sixteen days. 
Bread 
costs 
five 
cents 
a 
loaf a 
day. 
My crushed wheat one-half cent a 
d a y ; my milk—I use condensed milk— 
two-thirds of a cent a day. 
Sometimes I 
am extravagant and buy five cents’ worth 
of cream. 
A peck of potatoes last me a 
month. 
They cost 35 cents. 
My rice and 
fruit cost a cent each daily. 
The latter I 
vary, sometimes using apples, sometimes 
stewed peaches, or figs, or raisins. 
W hen 
I have meat, I dispense with eggs. 
Gen­ 
erally 1 take a small chop or one slice 
from 
a St. Louis tenderloin, but then 
only 
when 
I desire to 
have a feast. 
I have even succeeded in reducing the 
cost of the bill of fare by dispensing with 
eggs at one of my meals, using less fruit 
and never taking any meat. 
But what 
is tbe use? 
I am fully able to stand tbe 
extravagance.” 
“ W hat are your other 
expenses?” 
“ Well, my room costs me 
five dollars a month. 
My clothing—ah ! 
that is when I am realiy lavish. 
A hand­ 
some silk for extra occasions cost me $60. 
but will last me three years by renewing 
and remaking at a cost of $10. 
A good, 
durable cloth street dress, a couple of cali­ 
coes, and a supply of etceteras not worth 
mentioning, costing another $60, and you 
find me fixed up for three years.” 
The 
absolute expense of this lady, I compute, 
are about $65 a year, which, added to the 
eating bill, makes $117 a year, or $9 S3 a 
month, or one-third of many gentlemen's 
cigar bills, and about one-half tbe amount 
of the average drinking bill. 
It is esti­ 
mated that two-thirds of the people of 
Memphis live on less than $10 a month. 
This is very probably true when we con­ 
sider the number of negroes and children 
iu the city, 
.

A C u r io u s M a r r ia g e V ow.—In atrial 
in Germany recently a curious documeut 
was produced, which was called forth by 
the marriage of Count de Sulz, a Roman 
Catholic, to Agatba, Countess of Hanau, a 
Protestant, in the year 1605.

ding the bridegroom solemnly swore to re 
spect his future wife’s religious views, aud 
signed, sealed aud delivered a deed to tbat 
effect. 
I t was couched in the following 
terms : “ I, Rudolph, Count of Sulz, here 
by promise on my honor as a nobleman— 
or may the devil take me—that I will al­ 
low my future wife to remain in her re­ 
ligion, nor will I offer her any inducement 
in the slightest to abandon it. 
I have at 
home two Bibles ; if that is not enough for 
her, I will get her two more. 
Moreover, it 
is her body, not her soul, I take. 
I shall 
remain in my religion, in which I was 
brought up from my youth. 
I know that 
I am on the right road ; if she won’t go to 
heaven, let her go to hell. 
(Signed) Ru­ 
dolph, Count of Sulz.” 


The fourth centennial of the birth of 
Raphael was celebrated in Plome, March 
Liifi. with great pomp. 


It occasionally happens that the name of 
an animal, in itself of unknown derivation, 
stands as the root to seme other word, and 
thereby throws a curious light on the mental 
state of those who framed the derivative. 
The word katze, a cat, affords a good case 
in point. 
Tnis humble word has baffled 
even Grimm himself, but the word ketzer 
(katze.r) for a heietic is admitted to be a de­ 
rivative from it. 
How came this about ? 
Tne answer is tolerably clear. That a witch 
aud a black cat were not merely invariably 
associated together, but very often regard­ 
ed as one and the same natural phenome­ 
non by tbat process of instantaneous con­ 
version which has already been shown to 
be the key-note of all mythology, is known 
to all who have waded ever so little amid 
the melancholy annals of the arts of sor­ 
cery. 
Thus in the Monferrato peculiar 
drsad still attaches to all cats seen on the 
roofs of houses in February, from the be­ 
lief that they are not really cats, but 
witches, whom it is therefore desirable to 
shoot. 
But it is perhaps well known how 
intim ate was the original connection in 
men’s minds between witchcraft and her­ 
esy. 
In popular German imagination, the 
Waldenees, the Albigenses, and even tbe 
Templar Knights were credited with wor­ 
shiping a large black cat, and tbis associa­ 
tion of ideas resulted in the word kalzer or 
ketzer for a heretic. 
If, therefore, it was 
once the custom in France every St. John’s 
Day, with hymnS and anthems and proces­ 
sions of priests, to throw twenty-four live 
cats into a large fire, kindled by the Bish­ 
ops 
and clergy in the public square, 
the practice will appear to have been 
strictly in keeping with the ceremony of 
heretics, which, to the eternal discredit of 
the Christian Church, afforded interest and 
delight to our forefathers. 
It is a curious 
reflection for a Protestant to make when 
he beholds a black cat, th at in the minds 
of good Catholics of by-gone days himself 
and tbat vulgar animal would have stood 
for well nigh convertible term s.— [The 
Cornhill Magazine.

NOTES. 


A 900-pound bowlder, very rich iu gold, 
was found last week in the Chinese claim 
on the south side of Omega. 
Many Montana miners are traveling to 
the Cceur d’Alene mountains, where rich 
gold discoveries are reported. 
Billings, M. T ., has the coal fever, and 
there are almost daily reports of the dis­ 
covery of coal ledges near that place. 
The quartz excitement at Trinity con­ 
tinues, although no remarkably rich dis­ 
coveries have been reported for some weeks. 
I t is claimed that in Reese River Dis­ 
trict twenty million dollars have been 
produced in tw enty years by the silver 
mines. 
A number of citizens from Colton, and 
some parties from San Bernardino, paid 
Temescal a visit and relocated the tin 
mines at that place lately. 
Some fine specimens of coarse gold are 
being washed out in Piru District, Los 
Angeles. 
Tcis is an old placer district 
that is but little understood, but very 
rich. 
The deposit of plumbago recently found 
near Washoe City seems to be showing up 
well. 
It still remains to be determined 
whether the ore is sufficiently pure to pos­ 
sess a commercial value. 
Says the Downicville Messenger: The 
Rainbow Company a few dayB ago struck 
very rich quartz in their ledge at Chips, 
near Alleghany. 
Monday $1,000 in large­ 
sized specimens were taken out, one of 
which is valued at about $500. 
The Nevada Transcript Baya ; Three or 
four old miners got together a couple of 
days since and named fourteen quar'z 
mines within a radius of two and a half 
miles of the city’s center th at are paying 
properties. 
They also showed 
titteen 
claims in the same district that arc pro­ 
ducing pay ore and have every indication 
of soon becoming paying miEea.

WASHING TON TERRITORY. 


P articu lars o f th e W reck o f Hie Steam er 
E ureka. 
P ort T ow nsend, M»y 4th.—The United 
States cruiser Adams arrived to-day from 
Alaska, bringing news of the wreck of the 
steamer Eureka in Peril Straits, while on ber 
way to Juoeau. 
Mr. Oakford, Deputy Col­ 
lector at Wrangel, who came down on the 
Adams, gives the following account of the 
disaster. 
The steamer Eureka arrived at 
Wrangel from Port Townsend April 24tb, 
discharged cargo and sailed the same evening. 
The steamer arrived at Sitka on the 25th. 
She left Sitka on the evening of the 26th, at 
11:20. While passiog through the firet rapids 
of Peril Straits, with a six-knot current in 
hei favor, and making abont sixteen knots 
per hour, the Bteamer struck upon Wyanda 
lock witn a heavy shock. 
She immediately 
lurched heavily to starboard, almost going 
on her beam ends, and slid off the rock into 
deep water. The steamer was headed for 
shore, and every ponnd of steam possible was 
put on her that could be got out of ber boil­ 
ers. She struck the shore just as the water 
had driven ■ the -engineers and firemen from 
their posts, running well up on the rocky 
beach. Lines were run ont from bow and 
stern, also from the mastheads, and secured 
to trees on the banks, to keep her in position. 
Her stores, bedding, etc., were landed, to­ 
gether with such cargo as could be got at in 
the middle hold. An attempt was made to 
get the freight from the lower hold, but the 
water soon rose and drove the seamen out. 
The weather was fine, so that no trouble 
was experienced in getting the passengers 
ashore, and no confusion. 
The shore on 
which the landing was made is rocky and 
steep, and rises from the high-water mark. 
Mr. Lacy, chief engineer, was sent with a boat 
to find a site for a camp, and selected a small 
bay a short distance from the wreck. 
Here 
tents were erected, to which the passengers 
and cargo were transferred. A small cook 
stove was saved from the ship, and enough 
provisions to last 
two months. 
Captain 
Hunter 
and 
hia 
crew 
remain 
by 
the steamer. The tide flows freely through 
the 
Eureka. 
At high tide 
her 
hall, 
aft 
the 
smoke • stack, 
is 
submerged. 
The only hope of saving her lies in getting 
divers, pumps, etc., to her on the Idaho, 
that leaves this place on the 5th instant. Un­ 
less such appliances are Bent them, the Eu­ 
reka will undoubtedly become a total wreck. 
She is lying exposed in a channel where pow­ 
erful tides flow. If a gale should spring up 
nothing can save her. At the time of the 
disaster the Adams lay at Junean, 145 miles 
away. A life-boat, with a crew of six met), 
and 
in 
charge 
of 
the 
second 
officer, 
was sent to communicate with her. The 
boat reached KilUanoo, and finding the Bteam 
launch Louisa there, the Louisa was immedi­ 
ately ordered by Mr. Vanderbilt, her owner, 
to proceed to Juoeau to get help from the 
Adams. 
As soon as Captain Merriman heard 
of the disaster, he had steam got up and 
came to this place to communicate with the 
owners of the steamer. 
Help must be Bent 
ber at once, or she is lost. The psssergers 
were still camped near the wreck when the 
Adams left.

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 


ADDRESS DELIVERED BY REV. W. 8. 
COCHRAN, P. B. C , 


At Consecration of the Grand Standard of 
Sacramento Commandery on Last 
Thursday Evening. 


Following is the address of Rev. W. 8. 
Cochrar, P. E. C., of Vallejo, delivered at 
the consecration of the Grand Standard of 
Sacramento Commandery, No. 2, Knights 
Templar, which took place at St. Paul’s 
Church in this city last Thursday evening: 
Eminent Commander and Sir Knights: 
I greet yon on this high festival of the 
Church—the anniversary of onr Lord’s ascen­ 
sión, a day ever to be commemorated with joy 
and thanksgiving, because our Lord andSavior 
upon this festal day ascended to the right 
hand of God, there to make intercession for 
us, there to present, as it were, before the 
throne of the Father, Ufa nail-torn hands and 
feet and His pierced side, in token of the 
atonement which he consummated upon Cal­ 
vary for the sins of the world. For more 
than seven centuries this day has been re­ 
vered, 
honored 
and 
commemorated 
by 
Knights Templar. 
Aronnd the day ga hers 
many gacied memories in the history of oar 
valiant and magnanimous Order. Under va­ 
ried circumstances the Templars have ob­ 
served, with religious ceremoaies, this great, 
joyful and glorious festival. The vaulted 
cathedral and the humble chnrcb, with all 
their appropriate surroundings, have time 
after time, as the festival of the ascension 
rolled around, echoed with the prayers of the 
Templars; there were many Ascensiontides 
when their prayers and oblations were offered, 
not in the chnrcb, but on the tented field of 
battle, where beLeath their Beanseanta they 
erected an altar and a crots. 
Who are theBe Templars who, for nearly 
eight centuries, have observed the high fes­ 
tival of the Ascension with reverence and 
holy worship ? Wbat military Order is thiB, 
which, not only in cathedral and church, but 
also on the tented field of battle, kneel around 
an altar, ander the shadow of the cross, and 
there worship their ascended Lord ? It is an 
Order banded together not for the purpose of 
mercenary benefits, but an Order founded on 
the Christian religion and the practice of 
Christian virtues; an Order “ whose grand 
characteristics are unsullied honor, unwearied 
zeal in a brother’s cause, and unrestrained 
mercy to a vanquished foe ; ” an Order which, 
being founded especially on the religion of 
onr Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, frequently 
reminds us “ of the great truth that we are 
born to die,” and pictures us “ that bitter cup 
of death of which we most all sooner or later 
partake;” teaches as that we are hastening to 
the hoar when our weak and frail bodies will 
cease to act or think, when vital energies will 
be extinct and all our powers of life will 
cease tbeir operations; exhorts us rightfully 
to improve the remaining space of life, so 
that when onr bodies become cold and inan­ 
imate onr disembodied spirits may Boar aloft, 
with our ascended Lord, to that realm where 
dwells forever light and life eternal; an Or­ 
der that believeB in the incarnation and the 
divinity of our dear Lord, and in the doc­ 
trine of the Holy Trinity. The very corner- 
stene of our Knightly Order is the belief in 
the divinity of ChriBt. Take that away— 
deny that onr ascended Lord is vory God, as 
well as very man, and you had better burn 
your rituals and tear the cross from that 
grand standard which you have brought to 
this holy temple to be consecrated not only 
to the service of the 
innocent and the 
helpless, 
but 
more 
particularly in de­ 
fense 
of 
the Chiistian 
religion. 
De­ 
stroy 
our 
belief 
in 
tbe divinity 
of 
our risen and ascended Lord, and our 
vows become nought else than mockeries, onr 
ceremonies senseless mummeries, and the les­ 
sons taught by our Ritual are nothing else 
than delusions and lies. The symbols, the 
mottoes, the banners, the ceremonies and the 
ritual of our Order of the Temple, all teach 
the cardinal doctrines of the Christian re­ 
ligion, that is, the inspira! bn of the holy 
scriptures; the birth, life, death, resurrection 
and ascension of the Great Captain of onr 
salvation and a firm belief in the Holy 
Trinity. These are the chief and indestructi­ 
ble characteristics of the Order, and withont 
these, in spite of all sophistry and special 
pleading, no Templarism can exist. If any 
Templar Bystem admits to knighthood those 
who reject the doctrine of the Trinity in 
nnity, or those who still adhere to the Mosaic 
law alone, it has just as effectually laid aside 
the principlee of the Order as the society of 
Orangemen would do should they open their 
doors to Roman Catholics ; in fact, the in- 
Btant that any part of the Order ceases to be 
trinitarian, it alBO ceases to be a true branch 
ef the Templars, and should be treated as 
Buch. 
Although the Order is founded npon the 
Christian religion, it is in no sense a rival of 
the church. Templars fully understand the 
difference between a divine and a merely hu­ 
man ¡DBtitution, and therefore the Order of 
the Temple doeB not claim to do the church's 
work, nor does it make the lightest pretense 
to be able to Bave tbe soule of men, yet, in 
accepting every doctrine of God’s holy word 
aud His historic church, it stands ever ready 
to draw its sword in defense of the ancient 
creeds of an undivided Christianity. Al­ 
though pledged by our vows to draw our 
swords in defense of the Christian religion, 
yet we may never be called upon literally to 
fulfill that vow, or to aid in capturing or 
guarding any earthly shrine or disputed ter­ 
ritory, yet Bhould that time come when 
Templare would be called upon to fulfill their 
vows, I feel fully warranted in promising 
that tens of thousands of Templar»’ swords 
will rash from their scabbards in defense of 
the principles of Christianity. 
The relation of Knights Templar to the 
cause of Christianity, and their service 
in 
that 
holy 
cause, 
is 
in 
the 
main, an unwritten history. 
There was 
a time when the eyes of every Knights 
Templar were turned longingly and lovingly 
towards the Church—a time where with grate­ 
ful hearts they kneeled at her holy altar to 
make their vowb, receive her sacraments and 
her benedictions; a time when to be a 
Knights Templar was synonymous to being a 
Btrong Churchman, an ardent Christian and a 
regular and conscientious communicant. For 
long, long years the Order well and nobly per­ 
formed its vows of life-long labor and duty in 
the cause of Christianity; for centuries it 
acted with and under the authority of the 
Church, and was a very part and parcel of it, 
until in an evil hour Pope Clement V. and 
Philip the Fair of France drove the Knightly 
Order out of the Church into the world, an 
independent institution. Still the cause of 
the Christian Church has never csased to be 
the canse of every Knights Templar, and if 
he is faithful he will esteem it a privilege te 
fight for that Church, and, if needs be, like 
our noble fraters on the blood-enriched soil of 
Palestine, to die for it also, 
Tbe Order is no longer called npon to 
guard Christian pilgrims through the danger­ 
ous defiles and the rough and ragged moun­ 
tain passes of Palestine ; there are no more 
temples 
and holy sepulchres to defend; 
churches no longer bristle with flashing and 
determined swords—yet there are battles 
which we as Templars are bound to fight. A 
mighty and fierce battle lies just outside of 
our Asylum—it is the contest of Faith against 
Skepticism, 
if you are unwilling to engage 
in this warfare, then, Sir Knights, break ap 
your swords and tear np your cross-emblaz­ 
oned banner. 
Vour obligations as Christian 
soldiers, in these days of growing skepticism 
and atheism, calls most beseechingly to yon to 
Btand fast by your cross. 
To all appearance 
we are approaching a struggle when religion 
and free-thought will find themselves face to 
face; when the battle will have to be fought, 
not with our swords of steel, but with the 
Bword of the spirit, to the bitter and. Know­ 
ing the bitter warfare that is going on in onr 
very midst, there is now more reason than 
ever that we should “ remain stanch to the 
dogmas of onr ancient faith and sternly repel 
any attempts made to lower the standard of 
our religions tests.” In oar daily life we, ae 
Knights Templar, 
“ are obligated to in­ 
culcate, illustrate and practice the commend­ 
able virtues embodied in the religion of the 
only Christ. We are bound to set forth in 
onr conduct in the world the evidence that no 
tingeof unbelief in the faith we have pro­ 
fessed, and the cause we have espoused, at­ 
taints the pledgee we have given.” Let us, 
therefore, be loyal, brave and true—loyal to 
our vows, brave for the Christian canse, and 
true to our God, our country, our fellow-men 
and ourselves. In the words of onr ascended 
Lord—“ Be thon faithful unto death.” 
The symbol of our Order—the all-hallowed 
cross—has been handed down to na from 
Calvary through 1900 years. 
With that 
emblem of Christianity we are prond to dec­ 
orate our banners, swords, chapeaus and 
bride rick. 
He whose 
symbol 
we 
ao 
proudly wear, 
we 
to-day commemorate 
as 
ascending 
into 
heaven, 
and 
the 
heaven of heavens. 
Forty-two days age, 
this Holy One, by a wild multitude, was 
mocked as a fool, a pretend king, a rebel 
against an earthly sovereign and a blasphemer. 
Then He was crucified on Calvary ; but death 


had bnt Bhort hold npon Him, for on the third 
He arose from the grave in the same body 
which had been laid therein. Then came in 
the gteat forty days, that is, from Easter to 
the Ascension, during which time onr dear 
Master frequently met with the Apostles and 
instructed them as to the eetablishment of 
His Church, the spreading of the goapel, all 
that regarded tbe reign of God in onr hearts, 
and everything calculated to bring our bouIs 
to the eternal joys of heaven. What a time 
must those forty days have been to the 
ApoBtles. How their thoughts must have 
dwelt upon the past; how their Master’s 
discourses, 
His 
parables, His 
miracles, 
and, alas, no donbt a feeling of horror 
was with them when they thought of the 
agony, the scourge, the cross, tbe crown of 
thorns, and the spear. All was now changed, 
and the final withdrawal of His sacred body 
from among men was at hand, and on this 
the fortieth day after His resurrection, “ He 
led them out as far as Bethany,” says one of 
the Apostles, “ aud He lifted up His hands 
and blessed them ; and it came to pass while 
He blessed them He wae parted from them, 
and carried np into heaven.” There was no 
delusion there. 
It was broad daylight 
He 
was conversing with them up to the veiy mo­ 
ment that He began to ascend. He was not 
suddenly removed from them. 
He did not 
become invisible in an instant. They had 
leisure to watch their Lord ascending gradu­ 
ally, higher aod higher, uutil the heavens 
opened to welcome their returning God. 
“ While 
they looked steadfastly toward 
heaven, as He went up, behold two men 
stood by them in white apparel, which also 
said, ‘ Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven ? 
This same Jesus 
which is taken up from- you into Heaven 
shall so 
come in 
like manner 
as ye 
lhavej seen him go up into heaven.”' The 
%ame looking up into the heavens, that 
attitude of true devo'.ioD, the same state of 
mind which held the Apostles while they 
steadfastly gazed toward the place where 
their Lord had disappeared, is the right atti­ 
tude and the right frame of mind for each 
Sir Knieht who has had his faith sealed. 
Look to it that you make no mistake in that 
faith. 
For be well assured, that amidst all 
the trials and vicissitudes that we are des­ 
tined to endure while traveling through this 
pilgrimage, a firm belief in that faith through 
life will, when the gloomy hoar of death has 
arrived, afford you that peace which the 
world can neither give nor take away. 
There is mors than an idle asseut to that 
faith required of us ; our Christian life must 
be more than merely gazing into the heaven. 
We, as Knights Templar, are vowed to prove 
our faith before the world, by our Christian 
works ; for, says the Apcs .le, “ As the body 
without the spirit is dead, so faith without 
works is dead also.” We are placed iu 
the midBt of 
a world which exercises 
a sad power over u s; earthly loDgiugs 
and 
desires 
weave 
chains 
around 
as 
from which it is indeed hard to escape. The 
world, with its alluring pictures of present 
Eleasures and enjoyments, hides our risen 
,ord from us, and deceives us into laying up 
our treasures— not there, 
“ where neither 
moth nor rust will corrupt ”—but here, where 
times change, where sin mare and corrupts, 
and where all ends in a few sad years. 
Although surrounded by spiritual enemies, 
yet that same Jesus which was taken np into 
heaven still watches over all our struggles 
with sin. 
He from the throne of His glory 
sees all the secret workings of our most pri­ 
vate and deeply hidden thoughts as well as our 
outward life in the world, and if we bat ask 
for it He will strengthen us for our daily bat 
tliDg with every form of sin. Then, while 
we are busy with tbe necessary things of this 
world, let us ascend to our Lord and Master 
in thought, in faith, in hope and in love. 
If 
we thus daily ascend to our Lord while in 
this world, we shall hereafter áfcend in onr 
glorified bodies. 
In conclji-iun, Sir Kuights, we are enlisted 
under a banner that bears a symbol which 
commits na to a warfare against all that is 
evil. The enemies we are sworn to fight are 
incarnate in every wrong that characterizes 
the world, the fl»th and the devil. 
They fre­ 
quent every resort of respectability, and 
swarm in through every avenne of thought; 
but “ In Hoc Signo Vinces" reminds us that 
the war we wage borrows its sanction from 
our holy religion, and as that religion knows 
no compromise between good and evil, so we 
as Kuights Templar should know no com­ 
promise between our Christian principles and 
the hosts of Infidelity around us. As Knights 
Templar let your Christian lifts appear to the 
world as unsullied as your glittering blades of 
steel—ever bolding your sword ready to be 
drawn in defense of that cause which you 
have espoused ; hoping ever, praying always 
for the adveDt of that glorious day when the 
house of the Lord shall be established upon 
the top of the mountain ; when swords shall 
be beaten into plowshares, and spears into 
pruning-hooks ; when nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more ; when the reign of the blessed 
Emmanuel, the Prince of Peace, the Great 
Captain of our Salvatiou shall be universal 
¡api 
and eternal.
